The capture of 
the man will eiplain many burglaries 
committed daring the last six monihs in 
Southern California, principally in jew- 
elry. The closest scrutiny has been kept 
on pawnshops and jewelry-stores, but 
rarely has any of the stolen property been 
recovered. 

It remained for a tomale-cart to reveal 
Thonii'son's crimes. The detectives no- 
ticed that many ex-convicts seemed to be 
patrons of JohnsonV tomale stand, and 
a close watch discovered the fact that 
many mysterious packages were fre- 
quently handed to the tomale-vender, 
Johnson, by his ex-convict patrons.

TACOMA, W.tsH., April 14.— Maggie 
Komder, a pretty German girl, was shot 
and killed this morning by Mike Pfeifle', a 
crank, who imagined' be was her be- 
trothed. Pfeifle tben sent a bullet crash- 
ing through his own brain and died in- 
stantly. 

Miss Komder was a scrva it girl in the 
employ of A. Weinberg, but was unustially 
unassuming and ladylike. She was a 
favorite with the German population. 
Pfeifle was a mei hatiu-. i>i little means and 
good address. He secreted himself in the 
woodshed of the Weinberg residence last 
night. At 9 o'clock this morning Maggie 
went out to get some wood. She had 
picked up a few sticks when Pfeifle fired. 
His bullet ciaafaed tbiwtgb f«r ir^t„ Th« 
ciri died at IfHA at ftie Fannie FaddoA 
Hiispital. 

Miss Komder was 24 years old. She 
helped support an aged father and two 
yi unger ehiidren. Pfeitle had been pay- 
ing her attentions for three years, but she 
did not like him and told him so. On 
March 27 he was arrested on her complaint, 
cliarged with tlireatening to kill her. He 
had said he would kill her before she 
shotdd marry another. The ca.se was con- 
tinued two weeks and last Monday was 
dismissed because she failed to prosecnte. 
Mr. 'Weinberg wanted to prosecute him, 
but Maggie said be was too much of a 
coward to kill bim, and asked him' to de- 
sist. 

Last r.!_'ht she was observed by Pfeifle to 
walic out with another young German, his 
rival . H s became enraged and carried out 
his fearful threat. 

Pfeifle was a member of the San Fran- 
cisco German Turner Bund and a Mason.

LOS ANGELES, Cai„, AprU 14.— It is 
Sunday night and tbe City of the Angels 
is suffering a pause. It is the eve of the 
overthrow and that sense of repression, al- 
most of awe, that breaths deep and slow 



complete readiness. There is that finish- 
ing touch which is never placed until it 
has to be. There is still another streamer 
here and there to be sent to the breeze, a 
nail at intervals to be driven, and, most of 
all, there are barges and floats to be dec- 
orated, which as yet have not been seen 
by any man save the designers. But there 
are aJI the morning hours of to-morrow in 
which to complete all this, and all to-mor- 
row night for that matter; and so much 
has been done and so lit»Ie remains to be 
done that the time is ample. For although 
the government of to-day is to be over- 
thrown at Hazzard's Pavilion to-morrow 
night, the queen of the new orderof things 
will not make her appearance until the 
following (Tuesday) morning. 

The list of merriment will be in- 
augurated to-morrow evening by a car- 
nival procession, led by the'direotor-gen- 
eral and his advisers, all in masque. They 
will form on Main street and march to the 
pavilion, being joined at the City Ifall by 
all the officials of the city government. 
The emissary of the queen will then for- 
mally depose the city officials and take 
charge of things on behalf of the queen, 
w ho will put in a mysterious appearance 
next morning, be led to the park and 
Clowned amid the most impoiiing display 
and riotous rejoicing.

under the shadow of coming eventliis felt 
in the crowded highways. 

It is the eve of the overthrow of the city 
government and the inauguration of the 
festival queen. Whatsoever things are or- 
dinary, whatsoever things are plain sixiken, 
whatsoever things are soberly clad, what- 
soever things make a part of every day 
life, all of these call to-night tbeirown, but 
not another. To-morrow they shall 
make way for the qneen of gayety with her 
retini* of mas<iues. flowers and music. 

So it is a strange ft'elini; of jubilation 
held in restr:'.inl tliat mart's the throngs 
upon the streets to-night. But the ban- 
ners of to-morrow's queen are in the air 
everywhere, fluttering in a myriad of 
minute emblems from a thousand lines, 
stretching in every direction and at every 
point of view floating in slow, majestic 
folds in tbe brisk ioreeze at picturesque in- 
tervals. 

The qneen will not have come unher- 
alded. Mysterious may be her coming, 
however, for no man knows whence she 
comes. All has been made ready. Her 
own pavilion has been built in Central 
Park, the place where the crown is to be 
formally placed upon her brow in the 
presence of her loyal subjects. The great 
park square has Ijeen completely hedged 
in with triremes, where thousands of 
people may be seated to witness the coro- 
nation. The park has been hting with the 
fiesta colors until the green of its trees can 
but peep through. Banners are ■ flung 
from the tops of its highest trees, and the 
tall palms have been changed into May- 
poles, from which radiate thotisands of 
lines carrying unnumliered thousands of 
fluttering standards of the queen's colors 

All tbe main streets of the city are thus 
buried in the tints of the time; pillars and 
posts are entwined with them, they color 
the distance whichever way one looks. 
They gleam from electric lainiis to-night 
and they have almost obscured the sun 
to-day. 

And it is under the influence of all this, 
with, everytiiing completed for the, inau- 
guration of the merry reign, with the line 
of the Queen's triumphal march outlined 
through the city by its prodigal display, 
with her pavilion built, her grand-stand, to 
which she shall be escorted across the park 
to review the parade; with seats for all the 
peoiile to view it; with everything in read- 
iness, that the City of the Angeles suffers 
a pause, and does reverence to the things 
and powers that be. 

And it is Sunday night. All is quietness 
and peace. While her streets are full, so 
are her churches. Under tbe electric lamps, 
that paint a legend of the coming festival 
in great letters across Mam street, a band 
of the Salvation Army has all this even- 
ing been caUing upon sinn^is tOii^wnt.

They will be met at tbe Arcade depot by 
the whole company of fiesta officials and 
escorted in a carriage to the Chamber of 
Commerce. It is expected they will arrive 
in ample time for tbe cAronation Tuesday 
morning. 

The entire city is to be given up to this 

revel. No business will be done except 
tlia* pertaining to the festival and tlial ab- 
solutely necessary, and the whole uopula- 
tion of the city will devote the w< i k of the 
carnival to the enjoyment of the sjilendid 
pleasures prepared and the entertainment 
of the city's thousands of guests. 

Residents of the city and thousand s of 
visitors wear tbe fiesta badges bearing the 
carnival colors, and the craze does not stop 
at this, but neckties, hat-bands, shoe- 
strings, parasols and shirt-fronts even are 
yellow, preen and red. 

On Wednesday evening there will be a 
magnificent illuminated jiarade, embrac- 
ing: The "Pageant of the Pacitic," il- 
luminated display by merchants, gro- 
tesque, military and other organizations, 
and many special and novel features, with 
a brilliant review at Central Park. 

Thursday has been set as children's day, 
and the 10,000 school children of the c ty 
will appear on parade in their best Ulb and 
tucker. In the evening the grand carnival 
masque ball will be held. 

Friday will be known as National day. 
There will be a pageant of military, Chi- 
nese and the Fire Departnu nt and a grand 
display of Southern, Central and Northern 
California floats; and on Saturday the 
carnival will close with a gorgeous floral 
pageant, which will be reviewed by the 
queen, after which there will he a battle of 
flowers at Central Park, followed by a 
burlesque tournament of sports in the 
evening by the aid of electric lights.

LOS ANdELF.P, Cal., April 14.— Ray- 
mond Hotel, Pasadena, tlie second largest 
hotel in Southern California and only ex- 
ceeded in size and beauty by tbe Hotel 
del Coronado, near San Diego, was burned 
to the ground this afternoon. 

The great hotel was filled to its utmost 
capacity with guestaindniding not only 
its regtdar quota of Sastem viaiton, who 
come to Pasadena for the winter, but also 
innumerable gueste from distant local 
points, who have come to enjoy la 
Fiesta de Los Angeles. Many visitors who 
have come for that purpose, preferred stay- 
ing at Pasadena, conimunication with that 
city and Los Angeles being rajiid and fre- 
quent. The result was the Raymond was 
more than usually full of guests. Its nor- 
mal capacity is about 400, but it is stated 
that to-day there were not less than fiOO 
people under its loof, including tbe per- 
sonnel of the botoL All escaped with their 
lives,, although tnaay lost their entire 
wardrobes and other possessions. 

In less than an hour from the time tbe 
fire was first discovered in the cupola at the 
southwest comer of the building the huge 
wooden structure was level with the ground 
and the only thing left standing to nvark 
the spot was the tall brick chimney of the 
furnace. 

Tbe fire was discovered at 3:20 o'clock by 
a boy outside, who saw a cloud of smoke 
issuing from tbe windows of the cupola on 
the fourth tloor. The alarm was at once 
given, but the flames burst forth before a 
drop of water couid be brought, and the 
strong wind, almost a gale, which had been 
blowing all day, carried the fiames at an 
alarmii^ rata. There was no hope for tbe 
building from tbe start. 

Among tbe guests m tbe hotel were 100 
members of the Car Accountento' Associa- 
tion, whose special train stood at Raymond 
Station. The gdests acted in an orderly 
manner and *<ime succeeded in savings" 
lew personal effects, though most of them 
lost everj'thing in the building. No one 
was injured seriously, but in trying to 
save their valuables a few were burned 
a'oout the face and hands, and one guest 
was badly bruised in jumping from the 
roof of the veranda. 

The electric tire alarm was sounded in 
each room as soon as tite fire was discov- 
ered, and in less than ten minutes every 
person bad left, except a few man servants 
who tried to save tbe trunks. The hotel 
was supplied .with fire apparatus, but no 
one remained to work it, as the b«At was 
too intense. 

The Hotel Raymond was built in 1S84 by 
Walter Raymond of the Raymond &. Whit- 
comb Excursion Company, which has 
hotels in New Kngland and Colorado also. 
The great building stood on an eminence 
overlooking the San Gabriel '\' alley. The 
cott of the building was almost a half mil- 
lion dollars and the furniture cost $aO,U0O. 
The building and furniture were insured 
for f Jtw,000 in Boston, New York and San 
Francisco companies. 

Colonel W. B. Wentworth, the resident 
manager of the hotel, was in the ofiBce of 
the hotel when the a^rm was tmned in. 
He cried like a child as the flames from the 
huge structure went skyward, but later he 
was concerned only for the comfort of the 
guests and the army of servante employed 
about the place. Many of the guests and 
most of the employes went at once to the 
Green Hotel in Pasadena, where quarters 
are secured for tlieni. The servants were 
mostly imported from Boston and other 
New England points. They, lost the 
greater part of their efiecto and are left 
destitute. Colonel Wentworth said they 
will be caiad for and returned to their 
homes in the Bask 

There Is a mystery about the origin of 
the fire, though the accepted theory is that 
It was caused by a defective flue. Tbe 
building was lighted throughout with 
electricity from a plant in tbe basement. 

To-night a great crowd of curiously- 
inclined sightseers are gathered around 
the smoldering pile, which representoall 
that is left of what wa:i at least fl,000,000 
worth of property at noon. 

The general impression is that the hotel 
will be rebuilt at once. It was an im- 
portant factor in the Rayniond-Wliitcomb 
Excursion Company's big enterprise and 
was opened each winter under the manage- 
ment of Colonel Wentworth, while Went- 
worth Hall, in the New fiampahire Hills, a 
famous summer resort 'under the com- 
pany's management, was closed. The 
same employes served in each hoteL 

During the last few years many famous 
people have made Hotel Raymond their 
winter home and the enterprise, though a 
gigantic one, was always considered a 
splendid investment. The management 
had just had prepared plans for extensions 
and improvements to be made during the 
coming summer.

dAN JOSE, Cai.., April 14.— "During the 
past week the Ishipments of dried fruit to 
the East from the County Exchange War«> 
house were sufficient in volume to give 
even greater assurance than before that the 
crop of 1894 would be closed out before the 
new crop comes in," said Colonel Fhilo 
Hersey in an interview yesterday. "Apri- 
cots have all tieen disposed of and but 
little, if any, of that fruit remains in the 
valley. There is aliout one carload of 
dried peaches in the warehouse, but they 
will soon be sold in small orders. Five 
carloads of prunes were shipped from the 
warehouse last week. 

"Prices for dried fruit continue uniform, 
but not high. There is no prospect of a 
rise in tbe market, and the entira lot on 
hand will be closed out without any nece» 
nty for yielding from the present prices; 
There are about 130 carloads of dried fruit 
remaining in the valley, the bulk of which 
is prunes. 

"It is now known that tha late heavy 

frost did but little damage, if any, except 
to aj'ticots. tlihcrkinds of fruit, especially 
peaches, will have to be thinned out to in- 
crease the size anil quality. Some of the 
orchardists have alreaiiy begun the work 
of thinningout theirearly peaches. While 
the frost has reduced the amount of apri- 
cote on the trees, the size and quali^ of 
the fruit remaining will nearly balanea 
that loss. 

"There is no apprehension of further 
damage to the fruit, and altogether tbe 
prospects for a good crop for 1895 are con- 
sidered very brisrht. The rain yesterday 

afternoon was very beneticial to the grow- 
ing crops. The only damage that can be 
done by a heavy rain is to beat down the 
strawberries, making them more difficult 
to pick and make presentable for the 
market."

WOULD ADVISE THE WOBKMEN. 



They Should BsTold That the White 
Metal Is Only a Delusion They 
Are After. 



WAf^HIXGTOX, D. C, AiirilJU.— The 
following is the text of rrcsiil'.-ni Cleve- 
land's reply to the Cliiouj-'o coiuiiiittoe : 

"ExEctnriVE Mansiox, Wasuinoiox, D. C, 
April 13, 1836.— Gentlemen: I am much 
gratified by the exceedingly kind and com- 
plimentary ioTitation you have tendered 
me on behalf of many citizens of Chicago 
to be their guest at a Kathering in the in- 
terest of sound money and wholesome 
financial !l.'ctr':,t'. 

"Jly iitl . ;it to I liis cause is so great 
and I know .-o wt-ll tlie liospitality and 
kindness of tlie jieople of Chicago iliat my 
personal inclination is stronu'ly in favor 
of arLtntiiit: your liatturiiiL' invitation, but 
my judgment and iny estimate of tbe pro- 
prieties of my official place oblige me to 
forego the enjoyment of participating in 
the occasion you. contemplate. 

"I hope, however, that the event wDl 
mark the beginning of an earnest and 
aggressivB effort to disseminate among the 
people safe and prudent financial ideas. 
Kothlng more important can engage tlie 
attention of patriotic citizens, because 
nothing i;; so vital to the 'welfare cf our 
fellow -countrynieu and to the strength, 
prosperity ui'.d luinor of our nation. 

"The situation confronting us demands 
that those who appreciate the importance 
of this subject and those who ought to be 
the first to see impending danger should 
no longer remain indi&rent or overconfi- 
dent. 

"If the sound money sentiment abroad 
in the land is to save us from mischief and 
disaster it must be crystallized and C(ii:i- 
bined and made immediately active. It is 
dangerous to overlook the fact that a vast 
number of our people, with scant opportu- 
nity, thus far, to examine the question in 
all its aspects, have nevertheless been in- 
geniously pressed with sugL'estions which, 
in this time of misfortune aud depression, 
find willing listeners prepared to give cre- 
dence to any scheme which is plaasibly 
presented as a lemedy for their unfortu- 
nate condition. 

"What is now needed more than any- 
thing else is a plain and simple presenta- 
tion of the argument in favor of sound 
money. In other words, it is a time for 
the American people to reason together as 
members of a creat nation which can 
promise them a continuance of protection 
and safety only so long as its solvency is 
ansuspected, its honor unsullied and the 
BOnndness of its money nnqnestioned. 
These things are iil exchanged for the illu- 
sions of a debased currency and groundless 
hope of advantages to be gained by a dis- 
regard of onx financial credit and commer- 
cial standing among the nations of the 
world. 

'•If our people w^ isolated from all 
others and if the question of our currency 
cotiid be treated without regard to our re- 
lations to other countries its character 
would be a matter of comparatively little 
importance. If the American people were 
only concerned in the maintenance of their 
precious Ufe among themselves they might 
return to the old days of barter and in titis 
primitive manner acquire firom each other 
the materials to supply the wants of their 
existence. But if American civilization 
were fatisfied with this it would undoubt- 
edly fail in its high and noble mission. 

'■In these restless days the farmer is 
tempted by the assurance that though our 
currency may be debased, redundant and 
uncfrt.'iin, 5U: h .1 Mi'..a;iuii will improve 
the price of his products. Let ns remind 
him that be mast buy as well aa sell ; that 
lus dreams of plenty are shaded by the 
certainty that if the price of things he 
has to sell is nominally enhanced the cost 
of the things he must buy will not remain 
ftationary; that the best prices which 
cheap money proclaims are unsubstantial 
and eladve, and that even if they were 
real and palpable he must necessarily be 
left far behinid in the race for their ei^by- 
ment. 

"The i)ages of history nml experience are 
full of this lesson. An insidious attempt 
is made to credte a prejudice against the 
advocates of a safe and sound currency by 
the insinuation, niore ol' less directly iaade, 
that they belong to financial and ' business 
classes, and are therefore not only out of 
sympathy *Uh the common people of the 
land, but for selfish and wicked purposes 
are willing to sacrifice the interests of 
those outside their circle. 

"I believe that capital and wealth, 
tl>rough combination and other means, 
sometimes gain an undue r-dvaatage ; and 
it must be conceded that the maintenance 
of a souiid currency may in a sente bo in- 
vested with a greater or less importance to 
individuals, according to their condition 
and circnmstances. It is, however, only a 
difference in. degree, since it is utterly im- 
possible that any one in our broad land, 
rioh or poor, whatever may be his occups- 
tien. or whether dwelling in a center of 
finance and commerce, or in a remote cor- 
ner of our domain, can be really benefited 
by a financial .-.cheiue not alike beneficial 
to all our people, or that anyone should 
be excluded from a common aud universal 
interes; in the safe character and stable 
value of the currency of the country. 

"In our relation to this question we are 
all in business, for we all buy and sell ; so 
we all kaveto do with financial operations, 
for we all earn money and spend it. We 
cannot escape our interdependence. Her- 
chants and dealen axe in each neighbor- 
hood, and each has its shops and manufac- 
turers. Wherever the wants of man exist, 
business and finance in some degree are 
found, related in some direction to those 
whose wants they supply and in another 
to the more extensive business and finance 
to which they are tributaries. A fluctua- 
tion in price at the seaboard is known the 
same day or hour in the remotest hamlet. 
The discredit or depredatioa in financial 
centers of any form of money from the 
hands of the people is a slenal of imme- 
diate loss everywhere. 

"If reckless disooiitent and wild experi- 
ments shonld sweep our currency from its 
safe support, the most defenseless of all 
who siifier in the time of distress and 
natianal diacrwUt would be the poor as 



they reckon their loss in their scanty sup- 
port, and the laborer and working man as 
be sees the money he has received for his 
toil shrink and shrivel in hia band when 
he tenders it for the neoessariM to Impitly 
his humble home. 

"I'isgui.^e a>! nc iiiay, the line of battle is 
drav.-n between the f.u'ocs of safe currency 
and those of silver m,iiiometallism. I will 
not believe that i; o:ir |.(>oule are afforded 
an intelligent oiiiKirtunity for sober second 
thought they will sanction schemes that, 
however cloaked, mean^disaster and con- 
ftision^ tl<)r ifhat teeyf- will consent by 
ondejtUuiiung ^^,'foand^Uon of a safe cur- 
rency, to endanger the beneficient charac- 
ter Mid the purposes oi their Qovem- 
Tonra very tmly-, Obovbk Cunmaiis." 

TBX ZjrriTAIXOS AS IMSDXXXIK 

Henry H. Xobbint Brprewfta Hit Begrett 
at Cleveland'i Reply. 

CHICAGO, III., April 14.— Henry S. 
Robbins was the instigator of the move- 
ment to bring President Cleveland here. 
The invitation extended to tiie President 
reads: 

As business men and cMzens of Chlcagi-), 
irrespective of party afBUations, we respect- 
fully invite yon and Mrs. Cleveland to a public 
reception to be tendered to you in this city, to 
express our deep sense of appreciation of your 
statesmanlike and coiirat:eous;actlon in^aln- 
talning the financial credit of our Government 
and your nnoompromispag attitude in tevor of 
the preservation of a sound national enrreney.

George Patrick Will Stand Trial 
on an Old Colorado 
Murder Charge. 



He Has Been Living In Kansas Under 
an Assumed Name and Is a 
Wealthy Farmer. 



DENVER, Colo., April 14.— Within the 
coming fortnight the District Attorney of 
Arapahoe County will be called upon to 
prosecute for murder a wejilthy and 
iiilluential farmer in the t^tate of Mis.^ouri, 
about fourteen miles east of Kansas City, 
w ho passes there under the name of David 
Patrick. The neighbors of David Patrick 
regard him as an honest, law-abiding 
farmer, who has amassed riches, raised a 
family of five children and lived in their 
midst without reproach for a period of 
twenty-five years. 

But that Missouri farming community 
does not know the entire- history of the 
wealthy and apparently exemplary Mr. 
Patrick. Before settling in Missouri he 
was George Patrick and lie was indicted in 
Denver for murder committed by him and 
L. P. Griswold, whose peculiarly atrocious 
crimes are still remembered with horror by 
old-timers in Colorado and Wyoming. 
Uriswold has been dead since February 21, 
1872, and Patrick is coming ba(k to Denver 
of his own volition to face a probable trial 
for the murder of James O'Xeal, an 
innocent man, whom be and Griswold 
murdered late on the night of the 10th of 
July. 1870, at Brown's bridge, fonr miles 
south of this city. 

Both were indicted by a Grand Jury sit- 
ting in Deuver. Griswold was killed when 
attcmi^ting to break jail. Patrick lied the 
State and was not heard of again by the 
Denver police authorities until a few 
nights ago, when he sent word to General 
David J. Cook, assistant Chief of the Den- 
ver Detective Department, that he was 
tired of an outlaw's life and would come 
back to stand a prosecution if assured of 
protection against mob violence and a fair 
show in the courts. He was promised all 
he asked, and a letter was received by Gen- 
eral Cook last night signed by Patrick's 
father-in-law, saying he w ill be in Denver 
this week. 

General Cook says there were extenu- 
ating circumstances connected with the 
part Patrick played in O'Neal's death, as 
he was the tool of Ii. P. Qiiswold and only 
a secondary character In the plot of the 
lynching. Patrick claims that Ortawold 
led him to believe that O'Neal was a fire- 
bug, and, after securing a warrant for him, 
tbey hanged him and then reported that 
he had been taken from them by a mob 
and lynched. _

Stricken With Apoplexy While 
Away Prom Home on Im- 
portant Business. 



HIS WIFE AT HIS BEDSIDE. 



Career of the Man Who Made the 

Herald a Brilliant Western 
Newspaper. 



NEW YORK, N. Y., April U.-Jamos 
W. Scott, proprietor of the Chicago Times- 
Herald and the Chicago Evening Post, 
died this afternoon at 3 o'clock, at the 
Holland II..u^e this city. His death was 
very sudden. He was taken with pains in 
the left side this morning, and a doctor 
was called in. He said the pains arose 
from the passage of a stone from the 
bladder, and administered morphine. At 
1 o'clock Mr. Scott became unconscious, 
and the doctor was summoned again. He 
found apoplexy had supervened, probably 
brought on from the pain, and Mr. Scott 
died without recovering consciousness. 
Mrs. Scott and a little niece were the only 
relatives witu him. 

Mr. Irwin, the attending physician, said: 
"Mr. Scott's death was due to apoplexy. 
He was a short man and very stout. I 
have no doubt there was a fatty degenera- 
tion of the heart. Ilr. Scott had long suf- 
fered from renal calculus. This was 
especially troublesome and Mr. Scott 
conld not leave bis room. The agony 
caused bim to thrash about in his bed and 
the exertion burst a blood vessel in the 
brain and caused his death. The kidney 
trouble had nothing to do with his death, 
beyond the fact it caused tbe activity 
which brought on the attack." 

The funeral will take place in Chicago, 
but no date has as yet been fixed. Mr. 
Scott's t>ody will be conveyed to that city 
to-morrew by the West Shore limited. The 
newspaper men of this city will make ar- 
rangements to escort the body to tiiat city. 
Tbey will hold a meeting to-morrow morn- 
ing to complete arrangements. 

CHICAGO, III., AprU 14.^ame» Wilmot 
Scotf was born In Walworth County, Wis., 
in June, 1849. When a boy hla parents re- 
moved to Galena, 111., where they both re- 
mained until they died. The elder Scott was 
for many years Poatmaster at Galena, having 
hcen ajipiilnted by Grant. James W. passed 
tlie public schools of Oalena, and was then 
Bent to Beloit (Wis.) College, where he spent 
two years in the academie course. I/eaving 
college, he went for a short time to New York 
City, where he was engaged in business, but 
occasionally contributed to the press. While 
thus employed he secured an appointment in 
the Oovemment Printinc i iflii e in Washington. 
In 1872 be left tbe caiiit&l aud started a small 
weekly paper In Prince Ueotge County, Md. 

Nut tindlns this field bruad enough, tbo 
yuuiiit limn returned to the West, and at bii 
father's home, Galena, started a weekly paper 
calli d the Press. One year later be left this 
venture and came to Chicago. His first imder- 
taking In this city wan to starts trade daily 
called the National Hotel Keporter. In this 
publication, which has since grown to be of 
considerable importance, Mr. Scott retained an 
interest until Us deatli. 

After several attempts to convert the Hotel 
P.cporter into a general newspaper, ^^r. Scott 
surrendered the niauagemriit to his partner 
and joined a number of other young men in 
fooniung the Chicago Herald in 1881. Two of 
Mr. Soott's associates were David Henderson, 
the well-known theatrical manager, and Will 
D. Eaton. In IS'Jl most o£ Mr. tfcoti s asso- 
ciates left tbe company to make way for John 
B.Walsh, who hadaoqaired a oontroUiag in- 
terest. Hr. Scott end Mr. Walsh remained In 
the closest business and personal relations 
until March, when Mr. Walsh sold to Mr. 

Scott his interest in tbe Herald and tbe Even- 
ing Post, which had beat founded by the Her- 
ald Company in 1890. 

The intervening yearasaw the growth of the 
Herald from a stmggUng sheet to a large and 
iutluential newspaper. Mr. Scott bcKan aa 
bu.siness manager, but soon became pul llsher 
and editor ol Iwth tbe Herald and Iiiveuing 
Post. Meantime his life was tilled with other 
matters. He was for years president of the 
American Newspapers' Ptibllshing Association, 
a body which he was largely iiistrumental iu 
founding. For three consecutive terms he was 
president of the Chicago Press Clnb. He was a 
member of every club of importance in Chi- 
cago and also of the Clover Club of Philadel- 
phia. In addition he was conspicuous in all 
sccial and public movements of importance. 
Mr. 8cott was a member of the board of direc- 
tors of the World's Fair, at one time declining 
the presidency. He was preiddent of the fa- 
niuu^ Ffliowphip Club, formed to entertain dis- 
tinguished guests to tbe fair, from its foimding 
until iu death. 

On March 3 last tbe Herald was merged with 
the Times of OhicaBo as tbe Chicago Tlmes- 
lli rald, II r. II. W. Hawley of the Times becom- 
ing manager editor and Mr. Scott tbe editor-in- 
chief and manager, holding a ooatrOlUng 
interest In the stock. His death oeenrred ]nst 
as he bad consummated the crowning plan of 
his life, to own and control absolutely a great 
newspaper, while be was on tbe creat of a wave 
of popular favor. 

Mr. Scott married In 1876 Mln Carrie Green 
of Lyle, Dupage Connty.IU., whosnrvtvea him. 
He bad no children.

TOLEDO, Omo, April 11,— Churchgoers 
in the lower part of the city were treated to 
the im usual spectacle shortly after 8 o'clock 
this morning of the Mayor and Chief of 
Police dashing out of tbe La Oiande-street 
police station behind fiery bay steeds, fol- 
lowed immediately by two patrol wagons 
loaded with officers.

EULES ON PETITION CASES. 



The Prooedur* Has Been to Graitt 
the Request to a Member of 
the Court Only. 



WASIIIN'fiTOX, D. C, April 14.— The 
determination of the appellants in the 
income-tax case to secure a rehearing be- 
fore a full bench of the United States Su- 
preme Court on tbe points on which the 
court divided has caused a renewal of in- 
terest in the question of Justice Jackson's 
health and the possibility of his return to 
the bench at an early day. Late advices 
from Judge Jackson's home at Nashville 
is that he is constantly improving, and 
that, barring a very annoying cough, his 
physical condition is fairly good. It is 
also stateQ from the same source that he 
expects to be able to resume his duties as 
a member of the court at the beginning of 
the October term. There remains little 
more than a month of the present term, 
and it is suggested that he may not return 
for this brief period. 

In view of this fact there can be no possi- 
bility of another argument in the case be- 
fore next fall or winter. This is equally 
true if .lustice Jackson should decide to 
retire,permancntly from the bench, which, 
it is undtrstoo<i, he iias no thought of do- 
ing. In that contingency, liowevcr, the 
bench clould not be Ulled before the assem- 
bling of Congress. No instance is known 
of where a man nominated for the Supreme 
Bench has taken his seat l)efore he was 
confirmed by the Senate. Congress will 
not convene tmtil next .December, and 
under no circumstances wottld the Senate 
be likely to pass upon a confirmation of 
this magnitude until after their Christmas 
holidays. Action might, indeed, be j>ost- 
poned much longer, and it possibly would 
be if the predilections of the nominee 
should Ijc oprioseil to the income tax, as 
the Senate is coiuuiitted to the law. It is 
also suggr>tcd tliat a .rii>tico wiio had not 
participated in the tirst hearing might feel a 
delicacy in sitting when the case was under 
consideration the second time. 

It is quite jKMwible that the petition for a 
rehearing may not be granted. The court s 
rule of procedure in such cases is only to 
grant such petitions upon the request of a 
member of tbe court who has voted in op- 
position to the wishes of tbe petitioner. 

Senator Chandler of New Hampshire 
was aski (1 to-day for his opinion as to the 
puggestion of Assistant Attorney-General 
Wldtney that the constitution might be so 
amended aa to provide for the imposition 
of direct taxes, and replied: 

To amend the constitution it Is necessary to 
secure a two-ttairda vote of Congress and then 
to have the amendment ratified by the State 
Legislatures. I think it would be Impracticable 
to do that. There never has been any amend- 
ment to the constitution except of a negative 
character, none providing for modes of govern- 
ment, and with the increasing members in 
both hoi:-fs of Congress and the growth of the 
Union States it becomes more and more dilli- 
eult to secure a change. Furthermore, I do 
not think an amendment of theeon^titotion is 
needed to secnreavalid income tax law. It 
can be had by apportioning the tax among the 
States in prar>ortion to population, and I am 
inclined to think that since tae decision of the 
Supreme Court there will be an effort in tnat 
direction at the next session.

The British met 
a strong force of the enemy and were com- 
pelled to retreat, covered by an artillery 
tire. C.ilonel Huttye was killed and several 
others of the British force were wounded. 
Tbe natives snowed great determination 
and are still in force on the Pung Jkon 
Biver. The Third Brigade has joined the 
First and Second brigades at Sado. 

The natives kept up a fire on the British 
while the latter were engaged in construct- 
ing a raft bridge over the river. The bridge 
was Anally finished, and Colonel Battye, 
who wasin command of the guides, crossed 
over safely with orders to form a camp in 
the murning and destroy the natiTaTi» 

lages. 1 
The enemy finding that their fire haf 
notpreventea the completion of thebridga. 
decided to destroy it. During the night 
they threw immense logs into the river 
above tne bridge. These were caught ii]( 
the rapid current and carried down with 
great force against the frail bridge, smasbt 
ing it to pieces. With the destruction ot 
the bridgeColonel Battye and his party werO 
cut off from the main body of the Britisa 
forces. Colonel Battye, however, procecdei^ 
into the hills to punish the natives. So iie 
signaled across the river to General Water- 
field that two hostile bodies were approach- 
ing. General Waterfield signaled back or- 
ders for Colonel Battye to retreat General 
Waterfield's forces covered the retreat with 
their mountain hatteiT and Maxim 
guns, which were moved to the bank of th« 
river for the spar. Colonel Battye executed 
the retreat in a masterful maimer. When 
hotly pressed by the enemy a halt would 
be made and a withering fire poured into 
tbe pursuers, whose confusion would enable 
the British force to retire.

in the presence of the crimes which have 
been committed under tlie roof of the Bap- 
tist Emmanuel Church the hardiest imagi- 
nation recoils in di«may. Not one of the 
most terrible forms of degradatirm, 
brutality, cruelty and deception are 
found lacking in them. It is the 
story of the murder of two conspicnously 
bright, innocent and lovable jtirls, in 
which the hand of assassination seems 
to have been gloved by the most sa- 
cred things — love for a man, confidence in 
the loftiness and purify of Ciiristian faith 
and, possibly, reliance on the skill and 
honor of a i>liy = ic;an. It was bad enough 
that these elcmfins ?ffm to have been act- 
ive in the case ; \vi>rsc that the very sanct- 
uary of infinite compassion should have 
been chosen both as the shield and the 
scene, and incredible that tortures of so 
immeasorable cruelty shonld hare l>een 
employed in the deeds. 

The hideous story opens with two girls 
upon whom no maternal guidance was 
laid. The first of these, Blanche Lamont, 
was a wholesome, healthy girl of a strong, 
well-filled frame. She was attending 
school, had romantic ideas and pojsihiy 
all of a foolish girl s longing for strange 
adventures. On Ihe .Sti of April she sud- 
denly dropped out of sight. 

The second. Minnie Williams, was of a 
perf'.-ctly opposite type. She was of a very 
small and frail physi^iue and was afflicted 
with organic disorders that likely would 
have made her life short. There was no 
girlish romance In her com{>asition. She 
had witnessed the miserable causes that had 
separated her parents, had herself suffered 
the hard pangs which the discovery of a 
lover's duplicity had forced upon her, and 
had been driven from a position of com- 
fort to perform menial service for a liveli- 
hood. Thus had she been made wise and 
hard beyond her years, and withal her 
character was firm and self-reliant. Yet 
this able girl, weak in body i'Ut strong of 
brain and will, was as helpless before this 
monstrous evil as was the one of a weak, 
ronia.itic and confiding soul. 

Last .'Saturday morning, ten days after 
the disappearance of Blanche Lamont, the 
body of Minnie Williams was found in the 
Baptist Emmannel Church by some ladies 
who had Kone thither to prepare the Easter 
decorations. She had been murdered with 
the most frishtful atrocity. First she 
had been ciioked by h;ind. then 
a strii> of cloth torn from her 
garments had been pushed down mto her 
traciiea with great violence, and a more 
bulky piece of cloth thrust into her mouth ; 
then her wrists were hacked with a dull 
knife in a fnrious effort to open the arte- 
ries, and last a brittle silver-plated table- 
knife had been driven again ind again 
into her breast, being broken to pieces in 
the effort. 

Then the disappearance of Blanche La- 
mont was remembered, and the police be- 
gan a search of the charch. Away up in 
the belfry they found the body of the 
missing girl, with tieep ar. i vicious finger- 
marks on the throat. Her clothing, torn 
into shreds, was found hidden in the re- 
moter plases of the tower. There are cir- 
cumstances that lead to the belief that in 
each case a double crime had been com- 
mitted. 

The stoiy then began to nnfold itself 
under the shrewd, prompt and highly in- 
telligent work of the police. The girls 
were both members of Emmanuel Church 
and were friends; both belonged to the 
same class in Sunday-school; both had re- 
ceived a lover's attention from Theo- 
dore Durrant, a medical stndent, lir- 



choked her to death, as she was very weak, 
ami such an act would Itave been simple. 

That was the sole means resorted to in 
the case of lllanche Lamont, with whom it 
must have been a much more difficult 
task, as she was uncommonly strong for 
a woman. Again, as librarian he presum- 
ably had the key to the library, and yet 
the lock of the library door was 
forced. Even it she had been in the 
inside and resisting its opening she was so 
slight that he could have pushed open the 
door in spite of her. Furtlu r, the knife 
itself and the manner of its use would be 
altogether tmezpected from a medical 
student. 

Assuming that he made an Mssnlt upon 
her in I he rear part of the church and that 
she lied to the librarj-, happened to find the 
spring catch set back, released it and thus 
locked the door by closing it, she must 
have known that as librarian he had a key 
and that his snperior strength would have 
been sufficient to overwhelm her. 

It might be wise to look further than 
Durrant, and as abe.sinning in that task 
we have the assurance that the body of 
Blanche Lamont could not have been 
carried by one man to the belfry. 

As to the pastor's conduct in the matter, 
it is deserving of no attention.

Wlien he got to Dr. Vogel's house at 
9::i0 Friday evening he was perspiring, 
excited and dirty. Then a young man and 
a young woman of the description of Dur- 
rant and Miss Williams were seen on Fri- 
day night near the church and going into 
it alone. » 

These are some of the points that devel- 
oped yesterday in the most startling 
murder case that has ever horrified this 
city. _____ 

FIHDIira THE BODY. 

SeteetiTe Qibioa Tells of the INsooTsry la 
the Belfry. 
The body of Miss Lamont was found 

about 10 o'clock yesterday morning. It 
was absolutely nude and lay upon the 
hard floor of the belfry in the tower, where 
the sunlight never enters and through 
wliich the wind howls and whistles con- 
tinuously. The belfry is immeiiiately over 
the closet where Miss Williams' body was

ing with his parents in this city. The 
young man was the librarian of 
the church and assistant superintendent of 
the Sunday-school. He was familiar with 
the house and carried one of the few keys 
to its private door. In person he is a 
strong, well-made young man, of a pleas- 
ing and cheerful address, and devoted to 
his religious duties. ]t was reniemljered 
tiiat he was the last person seen in Blanche 
Lamont's company on the day of her dis- 
appearance. 

The police put forth a hand to seize him, 
but he had gone into the country with the 
Signal Corps, for which trip be had been 
preparing for a day or two. Yesterday he 
was arrested. 

The circumstances which bear against 
him are these: Hehad akey tothechurch, 
was seen conducting Miss Williams into 
the private door of thechurch Friday even- 
ing, was late arriving at the Vogel recep- 
tion, and upon arriving there showed a 
nervous ccmdition and disordered aKtire. 
There is a rumor that there w»s blood on 
his iiands. 

He asked to be permitted to wash him- 
self. Ob leaving the party he passed the 
church again and went within. In his 
overcoat pocket the girl's missing puiae, or 
a part of it, is said to have been found. He 
admits that he was in the church with 
his friend King Friday afternoon. 

The presumptions in his favor are these: 
If he had inveigled the girl into the church 
for some purpose in which her murder was 
a possibility, he would either have pro- ! 
vided himself with an adequate implement ' 
for that poipese. or wonUt siinidy har* ' 



crime, and the drcnmstances pointed to 
the fact that the same fiend had committed 
both atrocities. The body was terribly 
hacked, was nude and showed that her 
murder had occurred some days before 
that of Minnie Williams. 

The mystery of the crimes yielded yester- 
day some more circumstantial evidence 
against yoang Durrant, the me<lical stu- 
dent, assistant superintendent of the Sun- 
day-school and ezonidary ysung man. 

Durrant was arrested at the foot of 
Mount Diablo yesterday afternoon and is 
now behind bars^t the City Prison. The 
police are certain that he is the fiend who 
committed the atrocious and revolting 
double crimes which caused the death of 
the two bright and respected young 
girls whose butchered remains were 
found respectively in belfry and library on 
Saturday. After his arrest last evening 
the prisoner made statements which cin- 
tradict both each other and facts which 
have been learned elsewhere. 

The evidence against Durrant remains 
circumstantial, and that circnmstantial 
evidence almost wholly concerns Miss 
Williams. It is on this case that 
the police have been concentrating 
their efforts, and aside from the 
close acquaintance among Durrant, 
Miss Lamont and Miss W illiams tljere is 
little to throw light on the draih of 
Blanche Lamont except the natural and 
generally accepted theory that both triris 
were victims of the same murderous 
hand. 

If young Durrant is not the criminal who 
committed those crimes of almost unparal- 
leled atrocity within the sacred precincts 
of a sanctuary which was brtng bedecked 
for the glaa Easter festivity, he is just now 
the victim of a series of coincidences and 
circumstances which will make his case a 
notable if his innooence is established. 

If he is the criminal he presents a rare 
study in crime. He is a young man of 
good family and was entering upon a 
promising career. In six months he would 
graduate from Cooper Medical College. 
He is a member of the National Guard, be- 
ing trumpetr r in the Second Brigade sig- 
nal corps. He has always enjoyed a host 
of friends, wlir, have esteemeii him tor his 
quite exemplary life and bright (jualities. 

His social standing in his circle was 
good, and his i.rominence in the affairs of 
Emmanjiel Church and its Sunday-school 
gave him mafiy social advantages. There 
has not yet come to light s^y important 
testimony retlecting on his character, as is 
generally the case when a criminal be- 
comes known as one. 

This is the fellow who knew well Blanche 
Lamont, who mysteriously disappeared 
some days ago, and who was at least a 
clo.-e acquaintance and an oocasional escort 
of Miss Williams. 

Many of the circumstances at once 
fastened on him a suspicion which 
increases each hour with the development 
of new circumstances. He deni -s any 
knowledge of the crimes, but his ^itory is 
not complete and above-board as niieht be 
expected of ao iftnocent man. 1 

In the minds of the police the«most 
damning evidence against him is their 
finding Miss Williams' empty purse i.i oue 
of his pockets at home when the hoa& was 
assNlMd jaitsrday. To OtM tteiAy he 



found Saturday morning, and the spot 
where Blanche Lamont's body lay was 
about sixty feet directly above the library 
closet. 

The discovery was made by Police Detec- 
tive Ed Gibson and Ofricer Kiehl. Tluy 
were searching the church for evidence 
which would tend to reveal the identity of 
Miss Williams' assailant, and thev little 



off and the key refused to turn. I then 
kicked in the door. 

'•We went up the stairs to the top lanil- 
ing just under the place where the bell 
would hang if there was a bell. There 
Ij'ing in one corner we found the body of 
Blanche Lamont. 

"The body was stark naked. There was 
not a stitch of clothing upon it or near by. 
Tl:r Ic.dy was laid out on its back as if for 
burial, and no undertaker could have done 
it better. The arms were crossed upon the 
lireast, the limbs bad been placed close to- 
gether and perfectly straight, and bits of 
wood placed beside them to keep them in 
position, and the bead lay straight, but 
with the face turned slightly to one side. 
A tiny pool of blood stained the floor be- 
low her month, and at her feet lay a glove, 
such as women wear. A large carpenter's 
hatchet also lay near by, but there were no 
blood stains ujion it. The body had just 
be.L'uii to tur n hlack and was beginning to 
decompose. Tlie belfry is a cold place. 
The sun docs not ent^ it and there is a 
draft througli it which would tend to pre- 
serve the body, .luilging from my past ex- 
perience with" dead bodies I shotud say it 
had been there ten days or more. 

"Returning from the belfry, I left Officer 
Riehl on guard at the tower door with in- 
structions not to allow any one, under any 
circumstances whatever, to enter. I then 
went to the Seventeenth-street station, 
notified the Chief of Police and returned to 
the church wit h the patrol wagon. 

"On my return I sent Officers Brown, 
McMnrrav and McGreavy to search for the 
dead girl's clothing among the rafters. 
Climbiiig up in the inside of the steeple 
thoy found it all except the hat and the 
shoes. It was torn to pieces and scattered 
all over. The corsets were tucked under 
the eaves of the steeple. The dress skirt 
was whole except that it was split from top 
to bottom. The waist was torn as if it had 
been unbuttoned ami then torn from the 
body through impatience. t)ne sleeve was 
turned inside out. The undervest was torn 
in three pieces as it was wrenched from the 
body. The drawers were torn in two and 
stained with biood. The mate to the glove 
found at the dead girl's feet was not dis- 
covered. 

"I sent for Mr. Code and for Mr. Noble, 
the uncle of the dead girl, and took them 
up into the belfry. They identified the 
body as that of Blanche Lamont. La<lies 
of tlie church identified the clothing found 
as some which they had .seen Blapcbc La- 
mont wearing in life. 

"Detective Ben Bohen and John Moffitt, 
clerk to the Chief of Police, came out and 
looked over the ground for clews. In 
fact, the whole force is working on the 
case. 

"Deputy Coroner Hallett came out with 
the Morgue wagon and removed the body 
to the Jlorpue. 

"About 10 o'clock Dr. Gibson, pastor of 
the church, attracted by the crowd which 
had gathered, came over Then be went 
to the residence of ex-Supervisor Taber on 
Twenty-second street, near Bartlett. I 
went over to sec him. and sent George 
King, the organist, and .1. Saiierman, the 
janitor, to the Chief's otfice with Officer 
Walsh. The Chief wanted to see him be- 
cause Gibson's statement, made yester- 
day, was unsatisfactory, and because he 
baii refused the otlicers the keys of the 
church the day before." 

The body of the dead girl lay on the 
board Hoor of the belfry or tower-room 
formed by the uppermost platform of the 
steeple. Above ruse the dark, rough raft- 
ers of the spire. On every side the room 
was open to the wind, but a rough species 
of blind formed of heavy boards prevented 
the entrance of the rain. .\ woodenr rail 
surrounded the narrow opening by which 
access was obtained from the ruile steps 
below, and behind this railing in one cor- 
ner of the tower lay all that was mortal of 
her who was termed, by her classmates in 
the Hiirh School "the Juno oeauty." 

Entrance to the tower is "obtained 
through a door off an uncarpeted and un- 
useil pallerj- of the church. Its interior is 
unlinished and the huge rough beams 
stand forth in all their ugliness. From 
one side a primitive stairway, scarcely two 
feet wide, leads its crooked course upward, 
and along this stairway the dead body of 
Iti^inrhe Lamont wms undnnlit>'dly carried 
liv her murderer. It w.is an uwkward task 
and a diflicultone ■,iv,<\ lin- man wlio placed 
the corpse where it was found must have 
been a giant. Yrstenluy two of the 
strongest of the Coroner's deputies, with 
all their improved appliances, could 
scarcely bear trie body down the narrow 
stairs, and they contend that no one man 
cuuld have borne it up alofi. 

There is evideuce, too, that the assassin 
became exhausted at his gruesome task. 
Half way up the stairwav is a great pool of 
bloo i, which has soake'1 tliroii,.'h between 
tile tread and ris.r oi tlie si, urease and 
dripiH-d in big blotches on the fioor below. 
There, doubtless, the murderer rested the 
body till he recovered from his &itigne. 
He "was a long time recuperating, for the 
amount of blood there left is much greater 
than the pool found beneath the dead 
girl's head. 

The search for the clothing showed the 
exireme care taken by the murderer to 
co!n:eal the identity of his victim. Duubt- 
b'ss he thought that in thiii licserted tower 
the tiody would waste away and decom- 
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thought that they were to bring to light a 
second tragedy as terrible as the first. 

Telling the story of the discovery of the 
body yesterday Detective Gibson said: "I 
left the Seventeenth-.street station this 
morning at 0 ocUick accompanied by 
Officer Kichl. We had searched the entire 
church witli the exception of the belfry last 
night at 1 o'clock. We could not get into | 
the belfry; we were admitted to the church 
by the janitor. Saderniaii, and jiroceeded I 
directly to the tower door off t!ie gallery. ' 
I asked the janitor to open the door, lie 
tried, but did not succeed. He saiu that 1 
soBM cue had been tampering with ths | 
loek, as the knob of ths door was brblcsn | 



pose till scarcely recognisable as human. 

The winds would dispel whatever of odor 

woulil result, and when at last the remains 
should be iliscovered the absence of cloth- 
ing would render identification almost im- 
possible. Yesterday the officers lound por- 
tions of the clothing hidden in the rafters 
of the spire, fully thirty feet above the 
level of Ihe be! frv Hoor, and it was a dan- 
gerous as well as riillicult undertaking to 
secure then!. 
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Durrant's arrival in the city. Detective 
.\nthony alone guarded the prisoner from 
Walnut Creek to the Oakland mole, but 
from the moment the two stepped from 
the train at the mole to the line the pris- 
oner was bustled inter a back at the ferry 
and rushed oft up Mission street, there 
was a strong police guard protecting the 
suspected young medical student from the 
possible vengeance of a lynching mob. 

But the jiolice precaution was unneces- 
sary as far as lynching bees were con- 
cerned. The crowds returning from across 
the bay seemed to realize instantly and 
almost instinctively that the young fellow 
wearing a blue military cape was the one 
that was the central living figure in the 
most sensational tragedy of the Pacific 
Coast, and they said on all sides, "That's 
him,' and "They've got him," and pushed 
ahead and stretched their necks for better 
views, but there were no threats nor threat- 
ening movements. 

The train bringing Durrant to prison ^ot 
to Sixteenth street. Oakland, at a few min- 
tites past 6 o'clock, and a Call reporter 
saluted Durrant in the smoking-car a few 
moments later. 

Durrant's countenance did not convict 
him on sight. His eyes appeared rather 
c(dd and gray, but his appearance was that 
of an ordinarily decent young fellow. One 
would not pick iiimoatfora murderer, nor 
for an assistant superintendent of a Son- 
day-school. 

'"'I must decline to say anything about 
the case just now," he said, "I will make 
niv first statement to Chief Crowley and 
then the newspapers 'Will know what I 
have to say." 

He said this with eren less display of ex- 
citement than any innocent man in bis 
situation would be apt to display. 

"Yes, I know that there are some cir- 
cumstances that appear to be against me, 
but they will be explained to Chief Crow- 
ley," he said again, and to several ques- 
tions he declined to make any definite 
answer. 

"It's a pretty hard deal," he observed, 
"but I wouldn t care so much about it if it 
was not for my folks. My mother will be 
broken -hearted . ' ' 

As the crowded train sped onward to the 
mole a direct question about the purse just 
discovered in one of his pockets at home 
was put to him. It appeared to be the first 
time the purse had occurred to him in con- 
nection with the case and he displayed a 
moment of excited interest. His reply 
became pertinent in the light of snbae- 
quent statements. 

"Well, since yon speak of it," he said 
cjuickly, "that may be a matter of some 
importance. I hadn't thought about the 
purse before. I came by it in a peculiar 
way without thinking much about it. In 
fact, I didn't know whose purse it was." 

"Do you mean that somebody put it in 
your pocket?" 

"No; but I'll explain it to Chief Crow- 
ley." 

At the mole Detectives Sylva, Hanley, 
Byron and Seymour had been waiting for 
an hour and a" half and the officers rushed 
the prisoner through the crowd ana onto 
the boat through the gates used for teams 
and trucks. On the boat he was hurried 
to a little room off the cabin and there 
kept from the crowd while several police 
officers kept the throng from that region 
of the boat. 

As the boat reached the ferry slip on this 
side of t!ie hay he was hurried through the 
crowd and under the rope to the front of 
the boat, and six police officers made the 
rope a dead line. Hundreds looked with 
excited interest at the little fellow in the 
military cape at the bow. and every man, 
woman and child on the boat asked ques- 
tions and gave opinions about the murder 
to those around. As the apron fell, tlie 
squad of police officers and the nervous 
little trumpeter made a rush from the boat, 
while more j)olice officers kept the rope up 
and the crowd at bay. "Let us off," the 
imp::tient crowd began to cry, and when 
the ollic ial barriers gave way there was a 
cnargi- iiy tin- crowd. 

On Kast street at the ferry gates was a 
hack and aiioiher stjuad of police m cliarge 
of Captain Douglass. As tiie prisoner was 
hustled into the hack and rushed off to 
Mission street thirty or forty of the crowd 
followed on a run through curiosity, but 
Cajitain Doucla.ss drew his revolver with a 
liireatening shout and his squad repressed 
the charge for the minute that elapsed 
before the carriage whisked aronnd the 
corner of Mission street. 

"I was not at all afraid of the crowd 
until we got to the carriage," Durrant ex- 
plained later, "but I was a little skittish 
for a minute on East street when the 
crowd collected and the captain drew his 
revolver." 

In a few minutes Durrant was under- 
going an exaniinaiioii in Chief Crowley's 
office at the (/ity Hall. 

SCENE AT THE FESET. 

Dnrraat Might Have Bees Lynohed Had He 
Hot Bsea Ovardsd. 

When the boat that brought Durrant 
over from Oakland reached the foot of 
Market street there was a crowd in wait- 
ing. How they became adyised of his 
coming can only be explained by the fact 
that .alt the city and suburbs is talking 
over the murders, and the slightest hint of 
news is passed on and on, growing as it 
goes, until the crowds of interested men 
and women, by a system of telegraphy 
peculiarly their own, lind out facts that 
are by the ollicials fondly supposed to be 
profound secre ts. 

Charles Brown, an old resident of Cali- 
fornia, who has for some time been away 
from the State and who now lives at Hsck- 
meier's Hotel on Eddy street, was a pas- 
senger from Oakland on the boat before 
that in which Durrant was being brouebt 
over. While coming to the city Mr. 
15rown heard that Durrant was to come on 
the following boat. When be landed he 
concluded to wait and see the man 
charged with the hideous crime. 

"The big crowd at the ferry depot," said 
Mr. Brown last night, "showed that the 
coming of the prisoner was no secret. 
Fully 300 people were waiting to 
see him, and thinking at first that I had a 
private tip, I wondered what the crowd was 
waiting to see. When the boat came in 
I knew at once. Before she had fairly 
entered the slip the crowd began to press 
forward. Then 1 noticed the police ar- 
rangements. All along the edire of the 
crowd there was a line of men in ordinary 
citizen's clothes that seemed to be workln"g 
together and with one point in view— to 
keep the passage clear from the boat to a 
carriage that stood conspicuously near the 
entrance. Without attracting attention, 
nntil it was a matter of no importance, the 
special sqiiard as I afterward found it to be, 
did keep the crowd back from the exit." 

Durrant looked pale and frightened, 
and the group of men that followed him 
showed how carefully he was being 
guarded. On the way over from Oakland 
he had been kept in the pilot-house of the 
boat, and just before tbe landing was made 
had been quietly taken through the crowd 
to a point that made it possible to land 
him ahead of the other passengers. 

This was done quickly. The crowds did 
not realize at first that the man tbeyhad 
been waiting for had passed them. 'When 
they did they began to growl. At first it 
was a low undertone, but by the time Dur- 
rant and the officers were in the carriage it 
had risen to a cry for vengeance. 

•Hang him!" "Lynch liim!" '•Kill the 
cur!" were among the milder phrases 
hiuled at the rapidlyrecediin: carriage. It 
at that time neMed ont the rush of a single 
man to precipitate a "lynching bss." 

Fortunately, the officers were two or 
three blocks up Market street before any 
move was made bv the crowd, and only that 
rapid action oi the police prevented 
trouble. After the carriage was out of sight 
the growls Of the crowd continued, but they 
gradually disd away. San Francisco was 
never, for a long time, so near a street 
lynching.

Durrant was takra 'to the City Prison by 
Detectires Beymonr, Bynun and Handley. 
He was ftollowed by his fatiier, his attor- 
ney, A. H. Thompson, and two or three 
friends. His name was registered on the 
dstinne-book and thsahshsdalOBg oea- 



versation with his friends. At first he de- 
clined to make a statement, but finally 
consented under the advice of his attorney. 

He said: "About Blanche Lamont I 
will explain mv movements on tne dav 
she is saidMo have disappeared, 'Wednes- 
day, April 3, I understand. I left home 
about H o'clock that morning, intending to 
go to the house of a friend. George King, 
Mask him to assist me in a little elec- 
trical work I was to perform in tue after- 
noon. 

"On my way down I met Blanche on the 
corner of Mission and Twenty-first streets. 
I had known her since Sopteinber last. As 
she knew that rwas attending college and 
we were going the same wa\', she said:

"I did not get to the prayer-meeting, but 
next morning I met her aunt, Mrs. \obIe, 
and told her to tell Blanche I would call 
and give her the book on my way to the 
hospital on Friday morning. That morn- 
ing I walked down Twenty-first street to 
Mrs. Noble's house. I asked' Blanche's 
sister, Maud, if sne was in. Maud said, 
'No; she had gone to school.' I left the 
book and went away. 

"Going back to the Wednesday, tbe day 
of her alleged disappearance, I went to the 
church between 4 and 4:;iO o'clock to go 
ahead with my electrical work. I took off 
my coat and hat, went upstairs to the bel- 
fry, turned on the gas and fixed the electric 
light all right. '\Vhen I began to climb 
down 1 felt siuialmish irom the effects of the 
gas. When I got down I heard some one 
playing the piano, and saw it was George 
King. I told him I felt sick with inhaling 
the gas, and he went out and brought back 
some bromc-seltzer. I then assisted (Jeorge 
to carry the organ downstairs, and both it 
and the piano were to be used for the 
Easter entertainment. Then we went 
along Bartlett street to Twenty-second, 
and I left King at Capp street.

One of the most important statements 
concerning the crime committed in the 
church was prepared for the press by Chief 
Crowley last night. It contains the rea- 
sons why suspicion fell upon Durrant, and 
it is a formal recital of the facts gathered 
by the detectives. It is as follows; 
1 I was informed that Durrant called to see

, ami he said he woiiUl like lo a-k her something 
; special, she re-plied that if he had anything to 
i spy tu say it there, and she then told'him that 
i Shu was going over on Friday night to attend a 
I church sndal at her church, which wns to be 
held at l>r. Vogel's house on that Fridav. .\i 3 
o'clock that day she left her home in Alameda 
to K" lo the hair-dresser's, returning to her 
home ill Alameda in time to catch the 4 o'clock 
boat for mis city, which she did. 1 learned 
thai Durrani was seen at the ferry that day by 
two different persons at about 4 o'clock. 

She arrived in this city and went to Mrs. 
Voy'8 house, getting there at about 5 o'clock, 
1707 Howard street. At about 7:15 she 
left Mrs. Voy's house and said that she was 

Solng to attend the church social at Dr. Vogel's 
onse. She did not attend the social, but a 
person answering her description and a person 
answering the descrlDtion of Durrant were 
seen at the corner oi Bartlett and Twenty-thlrd 
streets at about 8 :30 p. m. that night They 
went down the street toward the charch and 
remained a short time in front of the gate at 
I the side entrance. Tbe man was noticed to 
I have made a motion as if nsing a key and 
! opened a door, and they were both seen to go 
I in. Durrant made his appearanoe at Dr. 
' Vogel's house at about 9:30 or 10 r. K., remain- 
ing tbere until about 11 :30. 

Dr. Vogel states that at the time Durrant 
arrived at his house he noticed that he was 
somewhat exercised and that great beads o( 
perspiration came from his forehead. His hair 
was disheveled and he asked Dr. Vogel's per- 
mission to wa.^h his hands and comb hiR hair 
before he made his appearance where the 
■ voung people were, stating to the doctor that 
' he had just returned Irom the signal corps and 
, couseq\iently his liand*^ were soiled. Ho afl.^r- 
ward came downstairs, after washing his 
i bands and combing bis hair, and during the 
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day cveninc I left liome about five minutes 
to '8 o'chii'k. I walKed down to Twenty- 
fourth and Guerrero streets to speak to Dr. 
Perkins, the tirst sergeant of our signal 
corps, as to getting a blue fiannrl shirt of 
mine which I hpd left in tbe armory. I 
had to get the key to the lonker. We walked 
down 'rwenty-fonrth street to Valencia, 
down Valenci"a to Twenty-third, and stood 
talking till Dr. Perkins' car came along. 

"Knowing 1 would have little time to get 
my horse shod I concluded, when I got to 
Mission street, to take a Mission-street car 
to go to the armory at Page and Goiigli 
streets. I got on the car but concluded it 
would make me too late for the meeting at 
Dr. 'Vogel's bouse. I got off the car \k- 
tween Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets, 
walked down to Howard street, walked to 
Nineteenth street, and then thought it was 
no use to take a car, so I walked to Dr. 
Vogel's honse, getting there about five 
minutes to 9 o'clock, and Dr. Vogel made 
the statement that I was a little behind- 
hand. 

"After the party broke up, at 11:25 
o'clock, a number of us walked as far as 
Twenty-fourth street, on Howard. Three 
went down Twenty-fourth, and three up 
the street. I was with Miss Merian Lord 
and Elmer Wolf. We walked as far as Capp 
street, where they invne l lown. I walked 
straight up Twenty-fonrtii to Guerrero. 

"As I was crossing Bartlett street 1 saw 
something glisten cm the sidewalk. I gave 
it a kick, and something shining fell out 
of it. I picked it up and saw it was a 
small mirror, and then saw that it had

I also came to the conehision that the person 
who niunh red .Miss Williauiswas the same per- 
son who had something to do with the disap- 
l-earani-e of Miss Lamont. I kept these facts 10 
inysfli and ' uly advised the doteerivfs who 
were working 011 the case of my stispicions. I 
told them that I thought that Miss Lamont 
would also be found in the church. I accord- 
ingly instructed Detectives liihsoii and t'ody 
lo take wiiftl force of oilict-rs ihey required and 
make a thorough inve.>iiu'ation of the church, 
liibson and Cody, witli rirennl.s Burke aud 
Kevnolds went to thi- chnn h and there suc- 
ceeded in tiuding the body ol Miss Lamout in 
the steeple. I then direi ied Sergeant Burke, 
being satisfit-d that my sii^picitins were correct, 
to go, upon my resiionsibility, to Durrant's 
house and there" search for any evidence pro- 
enrable. Bnrketook Officer Joseph with him 
and they found a long ulster and a photogiaph 
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fallen out of a purse. I put it in my 
overcoat pocket. I reached home at ten 
minutes to 12. I did a little writing, and 
then went to bed. 

"I got up next morning about ."i :30 o'clock. 
I got my things together as quick as I 
could, as I had to go to the horseshoer at 
the corner of Bartlett and Twenty-third 
streets, to get my horse. About twenty 
minutes past 7 I rode down to the armory. 
We took the creek boat at S o'clock and I 
was with my corps since then till I was 
arrested."

CLAEENCE WOLFE'S STOEY. 

Dnrrant Had Bta ins That Looked Like Blood 
on His Hasds. 

Clarence X. Wolfe of 030 Twenty -third 
street was probably the last person who 
Haw Durraut in tiiis city. It was about 
12 ;30 on Saturday momiag, and the sus- 
pected man was standing on the comer of 
'I'wenty-fourth and Barflett streets. In 
answer to a question Durrani said he had 
to get his horse shod, and as soon as that 
job was accomplished he would start out 
on a surTeyiiiR trip. According to Wolfe 
Dnrrant appeared very much downcast, 
and was a different man altogether from 
the one w ho hud made merry at the social 
piithering of the members of the Young 
Fcople'.s i^ociety of CfaiistiAn Bodeavor in 
i)r. Vogel's house. 

A discussion between the Rev. J. George 
Gibson and Mr. WoUe brought out the 
fact that Durrant did not reach Dr. Vogel'a 
•until 9 :30 or 9 :45 p. M. Miss Williams, who 
^vas a's^i e.\pcetcd to attend, of course did 
i.i;. From the conversation il was 
k.ir!:>ii tiiai Durrani arrived at the 
Li ,i~e :ii a very excited frame 
of mind. His ol.jthes were disarranged, 
perspir.iii ■• running down his face, 
and the; : .some marks that looked 
like bloou-staiiis on his bands. He aske.t 
Dr. Vogel il he might wash and brush 
liimseif up before meeting the young peo- 
ple. rermi5sion was granted, and when 
lie returned he seemed a different man. 
He laughed and joked with everybody, 
and was the life and soul of the party. 

During the evening he read a long letter 
from his sister describing her journey from 
Sun Francisco to Germany, she having 
gone to the latter country to study. Some 
of her adventures were very amusing, and 
no one laughed more heartily than Durrant 
over their recital. After the social be and 
Wolfe took one of the youni; ladies home, 
and, that being accuiui>iisiied, they sep- 
arated. Durrant said he was going home, 
and Wolfe, after changing his clothes, 
went to tlie stable for his liorse to ride out 
to the (;u:icia!upfc r.inch. Un the corner of 
Twenty-fourth and Bartlett streets he met 
1 Mr:.i;' t, and the two chatted together. 

It \v,is shortly before this meeting that 
OllicerJohn MrGreavy saw Durrant. He 
was thencoiiKiig from the church and had 
evidently paid a second visit to the library. 
He wote'a long dark-blue overcoat and'a 
slouch hat, and appeared anxioiis to escape 
recognition. 

' Durrant got to Dr. Vogel's house about 
H::*) o'clock last Friday night," said Mr. 
Wolfe when talking about the matter yes- 
terday. "None of us noticed anything un- 
usual in his actions, but since these mur- j 
i:i red women have been found in the i 
church Dr. Vogel has told us about the 
e.xcitcd and disordered manner in which 
he arrived at the house. 1 believe Durrant 
said be had trouble in catching the horse 
he was to ride on the trip he was to start 
on next morning. He was a quiet, gentle- 
manly fellow, and got along well with the 
ladies. It i.i hard to think for an instant 
that he had anything to do with the 
crimes. "

The papers are In error when ihry sia.. that 
the murdered girl was found in my study. 
The study is upstairs and is at the very oppo- 
site end of the building. It Is not true that 
there Is a bedroom in the church or that I ever 
slept there. I am rich enough to have a room 
with a family I have known for years. The 
murdered girl was found in a little closet 
under the stairs In the front part of the build- 
ing, on the ground floor. The room where my 
mail is dropped is on the right hand as you 
enter. The library Is on the left, and the closet 
opens from the library and is under the stair 
going up to the main building. It is quite a 
small place and has a gas Jet in it. 

After leaving the church Saturday evening I 
went to mv room and told my friends that I 
would spend the night at Mr. Taber'a home. 
G30 Twentv-third street, but that I bad Dad 
enough for one day and would not see any re- 
p^>rters. 1 left my address with the friends, so 
that church members might see me. I have 
tKken care not to be alone for a moment. One 
of the voun? men has been with me since 12:30 
Saturday and present at every interview I 
have had with the officers and Chief of PoUce. 
The Idea that I have been hiding Is untrue, for

He Tells About His Kovemeats— Eii Proposed 
Senaon. 

The Bev. J. George Gibson was seen after 
his return from the new City HalL He 
told Chief Crowley all he knew about any 

circumstances connected with the two 
awful tragedies, and returned to his home 
al 901^ Valencia street prepared to give the 
newspapers all the information he could. 
The following is a statement written by 
himself: 

Last Thursday morning I went to church. I 
got my mail, looked around the front hall and 
FHW a new placarfl on the library dour. I went 
fi'Tward tit ibe door and read it,' The door was 
all ri(;Ll. The afienioon I spent at the First 
Bapit*! Cinircii. I returned to my room, got 
dinner, dre'sed and went to the First Baptist 
Church, where 1 was engaged tt slny. Aifter 
the meeting 1 walked tomyroomalonglClision 
street with Dr. Dietz. 

Fridav morning I went to chur< h for my 
mail. Everything In the front hallway was 
all right. After Btudvlug for awhile 1 went to the 
Y. M. C. A. to meet Harry Varlcv. 1 got lunch, 
made a call and returned to mv room. As I 
wasv«ry tired, not hartng been well for the 
last week or two, I rested till supper. After 
supper 1 went lo the ehureh. This would be 
about ti:30. I unhn'ked tbe side door, passed 
In and kn ked it from Itie inside, a.s 1 knew it 
would soon be dark, li" I remember correctly, 
I went into the frout hallway to see if any le't- 
ters liad come for me In the afternoon. Every- 
thing seemed in fterfect order. 1 went upstairs 
to the study and wrote till abont 7:30. I then 
left, locked the door and went to the business 
meeting of our christian Kndeavor, on the 
corner.ol Howard and Twenty-second streets. 

I remained there tiU 11 o'clock or a little 
after, when 1 returned to my room, Saturday 
morning I got up early, Sunday being Easter, 
and got to the church at S o'clock, which is an 
hour earlier than I usually get there. 'The door 
was closed, but unlocked, 1 stepped Insideand 
heard a noise as of some one walking in the 
library-room. I said to myself, "Ob,itsJast 
tbe ianitor or his boy cleaning up." As it was 
too early for the mail I went right up the back 
stairs Into my study. The janitor's boy came 
In. Finding the door unlocked at an earlier 
hour than usual he wondered if I was 
in the study. He came up the back stairs, 
listened, heard me reading aloud and then 
went back about his work. Before he came I 
was conscious that some one was in the bnUd- 
ing, but did not go to see, thinking that the 
gmitor wanted to make a special clean-up for 

After aahorttlmelwsnt Into the church and 
Spoke to the janitor's boy, telUog htan not to 
clean the platform till the afternoon. Ha said, 
"Mr. Gibson do you know that the library has 
been broken open." I said "Na, tmt don't yon 
say an ythlng and I will see about it. Knowing 
my mail would be downstairs! went down into 
the front hallway. I taw the door of the library 
broken open. Hooked at tbe lock, went Into 
the little room, looked around, but as everv- 
thlng was in perfect order it did not strike me 
to open tbe door of the little closet under the 
stairs where the books are kept, so I passed out. 

I went up to the study again. The piano- 
tuner came. I can stand most things, but I 
could not stand the discord, to I left and went 
to my room on Valencia street. Abont 12 
o'clock a lady was announced. She told me 
about three .■^niMh.v.sehool girls finding the 
body. She !"i'kod into the closet, but could 
not make up her mind whether it was a wax or 
aiealflgnre. She thought perhaps It » rough 
Joke, iwent out with her, got Dr. King and 
went to the church. We saw the girl. I «aid, 
"Let tis not touch a single thing" We con- 
sulted together and wont to Mr. K>j.ier. un- 
derlAker on Mission street. Mr. i-nook was in 
the office. We told him. He lelriihoned to the 
Coroner, We returned to the church. It is 
not true that I tried to hush llie matter up. 
Dr. King and myself did the best tla:ig we 
coald tbtna of under the circumstances. 

When the officers came 1 answcrt-d all the 
questions and gave them every nsfistaiue. It 
is not true, as the Examiner stiiteJ. that 
I absented himself from the place and could 
not be found either at his home or the 
house* ol his friends. I was in the church 
from tbe moment I saw the body tiU evening,

The services at the Eipmannel Baptist 
Church, in which the two yotug women 
lost their lives, were to have been very 
elaborate. The decorations were very 
beautiful, and had the programme been 
carried out the principal items in thii 
morning would have been the anthem, 
"Death Hath No More Dominion," and the 
pastor's sermon. The subject for the dis- 
course was "(J death where is thy stin;.''.' " 
and the text was "For this corruptible 
must put on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality." 

In the evening Dr. liibson would have 
discoursed on liie words, "Woman why 
weepesl thou'?" His text would have 
been, "But Mary stood without at the 
sepuicber weepiiig, and as she wept she 
stooped down and looked into the sepui- 
cber ♦ ♦ • and they said nnto her, 
woman why weepest thou." A synopsis 
of tbe reverend gentleman's discourse, as 
prepared, is as follows: 

Every one here recalls the various incidents 
that led up to the cmclflxlon. The disciples 
fled from the cross. The women remained. 
Thev were the last at the ctoM, the first at tbe 
tomb. Their presence at the tomb was an in- 
dication of their unbelief. They had not come 
to see him rise, but to prepare him for his long 
sleep. .Mary came and foand the stone rolled 
Bwav. She was surprised. She began to weep. 
While thus engaged Jesus himself drew near 
and questioned her thus: "Woman, why 
wecpest thou?" 

First consider this Interestiaf question. 
Many women are great weepers. Men deaden 
their feelings; women do not. Women, like 
men, are the canse of their own tears. Temper 
is responsible for many tears. Vice is the foun- 
tain of tears. Even motherhood, when holy, 
brings tears a man knows nothing about. 
Women have raf)re cause to weep than men. 
Bocietv forgives a man readily, but not a 
woiuaii, A man has the forming of his life in 
bis own hands, .\ w oman has to wait on the

to it. Mary did not find her l-^)rd. .She could 
not show her love as she wanted to show it. 
What wonder if she wept, especially as the 
dark thonght croised her mind that nia body 
{ was stolenT Kvery day has its disappoint- 
ments. 

Secondly, listen to the quiet answer. This 
Individual was a stranger. She eould not 
onswer his question. Even In her grief 
she was wise. A woman should not 
Wear her heart on her sleeve any more 
than a man, Mary was polite, ."-'tranger 
though she was, she did not forget to call him 
Sir. l.ooklngat her face, which perhaps bore 
marks of the suflerlng she endured when the 
evil spirits pos.sessed her, the siranger might 
have said to himself, "Here is a poor woman 
who does not know much about the forms of 
society," We are apt to misjudge the poor and 
ugly 

blie wanted to he comforted. Rachel wept 
for her rliiUlren be<'ause they were t;ot. Kight 
or wrong she was going to cling to her sorro^v. 
Not so with Mary. "Tell me where thou hast 
laid him," she said, "and 1 will take him 
away." It is simply awful when we w ill not 
be comforted. Some sorrows make us stagger 
and fall. Then, if we can do no more,it is bet- 
ter to cry to God, "Bestore tmto me the joy of 
thy salvation." 

Thirdly, barken to the earnest ezelamation. 
Mary! 'That was all the lord said. Keverwaa 
there a shorter Xaater sermon. We have snch 
a high opinion of onr eloquence and our the- 
ology. How poor they are in their power com- 
pared with this one word— Mary! She felt lu 
charm. It was a word spoken from the heart 
to the heart, as all words should be. He needed 
no manuscript for this address of welcome. 
Mary I That name told her she was not forgot- 
ten. Mary! That name told herslie was not 
despised. Mary ! That nam* told her he was 
not ashamed to own her faithfulness. Risen 
in triumph, with the beauty of eternal youth 
upon bis face, be was still the lowly, humble 
Ilaaarene, who would accept the love and devo- 
tion of tbe poorest person and the simplest 
heart. 

I anew IJnrrant only aa I knew other yoimg 
men who belong to the chorcb, as I have not 
been hen long. I might say that my relations 
with him wei* only oflcial. We were not on 
the friendlr terms that has been Inttraated. It 
is a moral oertaintjr that Dnnaot hadakey to 
the side door of the ohnndi. TMM an several 
persons who batre keys to this door, and any 
way the commonest hoose key wonld open the 
door, as the lock Is a simple one. It I am not 
mistaken I found Dnrrant In the church one 
morning when I came there to go to my stndy. 
He was In the librarv. For two months Dnr- 
rant has given oonstderabU'time in arranging 
the library and in getting new books. He 
seemed to take a great deal of interest In it. 

Of course I would not believe Dumant could 
commit such a horrible set ot crimes, but now 
everything points against him. I had never 
heard a word said derogatory to Durrant until 
t he time of the kiUlnc. Since then I have been 
told some stories of Us bad actions to several 
women.

By some men it was thought there were 
I two sides to his character, but if so, noth- 
I ing to lead to that conclusion was ever 
shown. In opinions lie was very decided. 
Altbougb a minister, he seemed not ad- 
verse to dancing, and has even been seen 
at a dancing party, though taking no part. 
He was a great correspondent of local 
papers, and wrote some iiiti resting arti- 
cles on morality. I>. M. Hooper and wife 
(his sister) are at present living here, and 
Mrs. Hooper fei ls it keenly that a murder 
sbotilil be committed in lier brother's 
churcii, 

ABOUND THE MOBO0E. 



Folioe Neeesiary to Keep Back the Crowds 
of Curioas People, 

Before the body of Blanche Lament 
reached tbe Morgue hundreds ot people 
had beard tbe news and hastened to Dun- 
bar alley to see tbe remains. 

Before tbe wagon containing ~tbe corpse 
could approach tbe door policeman had to 
be called to scatter the throng. 

As the news spread through the city the 
crowd Increased, and three olfieers were 
detailed to clear the narrow alley. They 
were on duty from noon until far into tbe 
night. 

Kvcry man in the cro';^-d hail a theory 
regarding the crime. All the murders 
committed during tbe last decade were 
discussed, and stories of detective work 
gleaned from cheap novels were recited. 
To a man they wanted to have a chance to 
pull on tbe rope which would be siue to 
go around tlia neck of th« mtuderer if 
found. 

The men were not alone in their denun- 
ciation of tbe criminal. Hiiinlrccls of 
women, with the'r Easter gowns and bon- 
nets, mingled with the crowd. They 
added their lamentations to the more 
stern expressions of the men. "Hanging 
is too good for him," waa their favorite 
statement. 

Every sohMna imaginabla waa tried on 
the Deputy Coroners to obtain a view 
of the bodies of both young women. 
Handsome young women," motherly look- 
ing matrons and even children waiited to 
see tbe ghastly sight. Some of them 
thought they might be able to identify 
either one or the other. A few of them 
s^d they had gone to school with lllanche 
Lamont and thought they would know 
Minnie Williams if they could see the 
body. Some of them even went so far as 
to say they belonged to the same Sundav- 
BChool class. Many of them were permft- 
ted to see the remains, but on the average 
left tbe building with blanched faces and 
shaky limbs. 

The men were different. They either 
knew I>r. Hawkins or some of his deputies 
"intimately. ' ilauy of them were admit- 
ted. Had actual count been kept, the 
Coroner would have found that he had 
hundreds of "intimate" friends whom he 
never heard of before. 

The private detective who wears a bul- 
let-proof vest, a 5-inch star and carries an 
arsenal with him by authority of some In- 
diana, Kentucky or other Eastern 
"agency," was on band displaying his 
badge and insisting upon seeing the re- 
mains. As a general thing he was handed 
a copy of the Oali, containing the pictures 
of the dead girl and then allowed to pass 
into tbe crowd without seeing the bodies. 

Coroner Hawkins was at bis office all 
tbe afternoon waiting for Dr. Barrett to 
bold the autopsy upon the reiiiiiins of Miss 
Lamont. Every point in the city that he 
was likely to visit was telephoned to and 
a number of messenger boys were sent out. 
Phortly before 3 o^lock it was learned 
that the physician had gone yachting and 
would not be back until evening. Dr. 
HftwUna iMakt not pacmit may one da* 



to make tbe atttopey on tbe goond that the 
doctor who did the work wonld have to 
appear in court and be wanted Dr. Barrett 
to be that man. 

Coroner Hawkins justly complained that 
his office was overworked at present. He 
has thirty suspicious deaths on his books 
upon which inquests have not been com- 
pleted. During the month of April there 
were six deliberate murders. Tliis num- 
ber does not include the deaths of Hlanche 
Lamont or Minnie Williams, These two 
make the fearful total of eight violent 
deaths at the hands of persons known or 
unknown since April I. 

The calendar ia so crowded that the Cor- 
oner cannot say when the inquest will bo 
held. He thought yesterday that he 
would be able to arrange for a bearing on 
Wednesday if the police were ready to go 
ahead at that time. In tbe meantime sep- 
arate juries will be empanelled. Tbejr will 
view tbe remains and tbe bodies will be 
buried. 

TBB IIOSDBS or USB WSUJAKB, 

A Btreng Okala of BvidsBes Agalast Theo- 
dore D«rraat> 

Tbe manner in which Miss Minnie 
Williams met her fate has been pretty well 
learned. Some new details were brought 
to light yesterday, but tbe main points are 
as published yesterday morning. The full 
story as known is as follows: 

The belief that Durrant and Miss Wil- 
liams had an engagement to eo to the 
church Friday evening is strengtheneil by 
some evidence given to the police by V. ^■ 
Chappelle, the detective. He has been 
aci|uaintea with Durrant for some time. 
Mr, Chappelle said: 

• I knew Durrant quite well. Some 
months ago his father was robbed of $1000 
on a trip East by some 'green-goods' 
men, from whom he was going to pur- 
chase some 'queer* money. I met Durrant 
at the time. He wrote me out a lonft state- 
ment of the incidents connected with his 
father's loss. 1 met him frequently after 
that and knew him when he worked for 
tbe Golden Rule Bazaar during the last 
holidays. I was at the ferry at 5 o'clock 
Fridav eveiiinz and saw Durrant meet 
Miss \Villiams there. They went off to- 
gether toward Market street, apparently to 
take a car. 

"Thev were chatting in a friendly way, 
an 1 1 don't doubt they were making ar- 
raiii^emeiits for a iuter m-Mting. From 
what I knew of Piiir:iijt he was not ol the 
kind of men who aiv very succesafnl in 
making love to voung women." 

It is supposed then that Miss Williams 
met Theodore Durrant at the ferry and 
was accompanied by him to her friend's 
residence at 1707 Howard street, .\fter 
having dinner Miss Williams started from 
the house with the intention of meeting 
Durrant to get a book from the library it> 
the rinirch. 

W:.i-ii Durrant and Miss Williams met, 
shortly after 8 o'clock, and entered the 
church together, they probably went to 
the front of the church building. To es- 
cape from his attention Miss Williams 
went into the librarv room and locked tiie 
door behind her. " Durrant must have 
broken open the door by throwing his 
bodv against it. It is supposed by those 
who believe him guilty that after the crime 
he brushed up his clothes, si raiahtened 
himself up and started for Dr. Vogel's 
party, so as to prove an alibL 

Even when he reached there bis clothing 
was in disorder and some blood stains were 
on his hands. His cold-blooded nature is 
shown by the fact, as stated by Clarence 
Wolfe, that he went into the church again 
after midnight, possibly to look at his vic- 
tim to see if her body had been discovered. 
I'ossiblv he was uctiiated by s,,rr,' liendish 
desire to gloat over his awtul work. 

THEOSIES OF TIB FOLIOB. 

They Bsliove That W, H, T. Darraat Is the 

Hnrderer, 

The police are satished that in the person 
of W. H. T. Durrant, the medical student, 
who is now under arrest at the City Prison 
they have the murderer of Blanche La 
mont. He was assistant superintendent of 
the Sunday-school of theBmmanuel Baptist 
Church. He had charge of the library and 
waa familiar with the interior of the edi- 
fice and be possessed keys to the church 
doors. 

lllanchc Lamont disappeared on Wed- 
day, the ad inst. On the morninir of that 
day before she went to the Normal School 
on Powsll street she was seen with Dur- 
rant. At R o'clock that afternoon she left 
the Normal School. The police have found 
three vounc ladies wlio saw her meet a 
young "man at that time whose description 
fits Dnrrant and board a Powell-street car 
with him. The vonng ladies are students 
in the school. They are Mte Kdwards of 
San Mateo, Miss PlaMSBt and Kiss Lani- 
gan of this city. 

The rules of tbe institution forbid the 
students accepting male escort to and 
from the building, and as soon as Miss 
liainont was reported missing tliese girls 
reported to Superintendent Yoder the in- 
cident of the meeting mentioned. They 
will be asked to-day to identify Durrant if 
they can. 

That ni;;bt Blanche Lamont did not 
reach liome for supper. The police think 
that the couple went directly from the 
s; hool to the church on Bartlett street, and 
that Durrant persuaded the girl to enter 
thecliuriii on s.mie pretext—perha i-s to 
get a book from the new library. Thev be- 
lieve that in the little room where Miss 
Williams died Durrant choked Miss La- 
mont to death, accomplishing a double 
crime, and that subsequently ne carried 
the dead Ixidv to the tower. 

Tbe olticers think that after the bodv of 
Blanche Lamont had been in the belfry 
for some time Durrant became alarmed 
and decided to make some other disposi- 
tion of it. They believe he tried to reach 
the tower, and, finding tbe door had been 
locked in the meantime, tricil to force it or 
pry it open, but without .success. They 
argue this from the condition of the door. 
The knob bad been broken off, the wood- 
work is badly marred where a "jimmy" 
had been used, and t'le bolt of the lock 
had been so bent that it could not be shot 
back by the proper key. Janitor Sedeman 
says that these things have been done 
sine* last Sunday when be locked the 
door. 

WHAT HBDBKABK SAW. 

Lights in th» Okoroh the Night Blanche 
Lamont lisappearsd, 

Charles L. Hedemark is a wood and coal 
dealer, whose place of business is at 1052 
'Valencia street. He resides at No. 1129^ 
on the same tborotigbfare, and from the 
rear windows of his home tbe cbtireh on 
Bartlett street ia plainly yiaible. His story 
ir- as follows: 

"On Wednesday evening, April 3, at 7 
o'clock, I was looking out of my back win- 
dows when I noticed a light in the church 
on Bartlett street. It wasa flickering light, 
and appeared as if one were carrying a 
candle or a wax taper. It showed near the 
bottom of the big stained-glass window, 
which reaches nearly to the floor of the 

fallery, which one must traverse to reach 
he tower from the lower floor. 
" By the faint lielit I could distingnish 
the form of a inan, who went along a little 
way and then stooped down, and repeated 
this till ha had paned way across the win- 
dow. Tbe light then disappeared entirely 
for quite a time and then reappeared. 

" 'The occurrence did not appear strange 
to me then. I remarked to my wife at the 
time that men must be working late in the 
church. I thought no more about it till it 
was recalled to my mind by my wife this 
morning, after the discovery of the body, 
I believe now, however, that what I saw 
was Durrant oanying or dragging the 
body of the murderod Blanche Cunont to 
the tower." 

RBBITLT OF THB ATTrOFBT. 

Blauks Lamont's Death Was Oanad by 

Strangulation, 
The autopsy on the body of the unfortu- 
nate girl was made by Dr. J. S. Barrett. It 
proved , ooncliuively that she had been 
murdered. The lungs were filled with 
3|ood, the cartilages of the neck ani the 
windpipe showecf signs of corapiession 
and tae marks from the fingernails of two 
baiMtowwa plainly «» IwMaaintlMnack. 



The verdict of the .surgeon was "asphyxia- 
tion caused by strangulation." 

Miss Lamont was, according to Dr. Bar- 
rett, ,1 feet 8 inches high and when alive 
wei;!;hed at least 150 pounds. The Morgue 
officials are positive that she was not mur- 
dered in the belfry, as there was not the 
slightest trace iif"a struggle. They arc 
equally positive that no man single-handed 
could carry her npthe narrow windine 
stairs. It was all that Deputies Hnllett 
and McCormick could do to carry the body 
down in a sheet, aii'l from lhat tliey argue 
that it would be next to impossible for a 
man to carry her from tbe library to tbe 
belfry. Hallett insists that there is an- 
other man in the case and that he assisted 
in carrying Miss Lamont into the tower. 

C. G. Noble, at whose house Miss La- 
mont lived, called at the Morgue last night 
and wanted to secure the body. He was 
told that it could not be given up unt.il 
after the antopsv, and then he left an 
i.rder for it to be delivered to the Golden 
I -ate undertaking parlors. The remains 
will be put in a leaden casket and sent to 
her relatives in Montana. 

The father of M W illiams also called 
on the Coroner and dciiianded the body of 
bis daughter.

nicely in cheaper quarters, and that ex- 
penses might oe materially reduced by 
discharging some of the colored waiters 
and other^ help who now hardly have 
enongh work to keep them busy. 

Mr. Foote then stated that for one be 
did not propose to see the chib go under. 
He said that he was willing to go down 
into his pocket and put up his proportion 
of the indebtedness if others would do the 
same. He knew that times were hanl. and 
that in addition to losing members many 
of those who were left were far behind 
with their dues. 

In his opinion, however, there were 
means by which the few tliousands neces- 
sary to put the club on its iei't eoidd be 
raised. One plan whicli suggested itself 
was to bond the indebtedness and let some 
of the members who had ready money 
carry the shortage until such a time as an 
increased membership should bring in 
enough mom y to pay it off.

Xo action was taken in the matter, but 
in order to facilitate the gaining of new 
members a resolution *as introduced sus- 
pending the membership committee, the 
duties of which are to inquire intntiie elii;- 
ibility of tliose proposed for meintier~Uip. 
and have all names vott'cl upon at th>- first 
meeting of the club after they are pro- 
posed.

This morning the Manufacturers' and 
Producers' Association will start out an 
incrca.sed force of solicitors to canvass for 
membership along among the manufac- 
turers of San Francisco. Il is dawning 
upon the minds of all local producers that 
their common interests demand their 
united endeavors, and that only by work- 
ing in unison can they attain tlo- fii it 
object of bringing San Francisco to that 
place of importance in the commercial and 
business world that is warranted by her 
location and natural advantages. 

"Our roll of membership," said Seore- 
L. R. Mead yesterday, "has been steadily 
increasing, and yesterday the signers num- 
bered 380. We intend to double this num- 
ber bv the end of thee %veek." 

"The trouble with Han Francisco and 
with Caliiornia in general, perhaps." said 
a prominent nieinlH^r of the association 
yesterday, "has been that our merchants 
and manufacturers have pulled against 
each other instead of pulling all together. 
I know of manufacturers in this city who 
make certain lines of goods fully equal, if 
not in some cases superior, to similar lines 
of Eastern manufactnred goods. The 
prices are equally low and yet, notwith- 
standing this all around equality, many of 
our prominent men hants refuse to handle 
our home-made gooils, and persist in run- 
ning the Eastern article to the detriment 
of home labor and trade. The societies of 
merchants and manufacturers which are 
now coming to the front will accomplish a 
most important work if they correct or 
materially lessen this particular evil. If 
i Eastern ^oods in any line were superior 
and cheaper than the home article there 
would be substantial reason for local mer- 
chants electing to handle the I'.astern 
goods in preference to the home artu le. 
But when price and quality are eo jal, the 
San Francisco merchants are advancing 
their own prosperity by patronizing their 
home manufacturers. In doing so they 
are insuring a larger distribution of wages 
among the laboring classes, and all such 
money is turned again almost immediately 
into ttw local channels of trade. If our 
home manufactures are not supported men 
are thrown out of work, and the result is 
trade dullness, for when the working 
classes undergo iinauciai straits, business 
depression necessarily follows. I think 
this Half-million Clnb has stirred 
up a great amount of latent pat- 
riotism in our people, and 1 believe ! 
that before long the customers of 
the merchant here at home will insist upon 
getting California-made goods, when there 
IS no material difference in quality and 
price. We want to increase our niaiiufai - 
tures, and when conditions are favorable 
to such increase we shall have prosperity 
more abundant than ever before in our his- 
tory. The keynote to flourishing times is,

AH gE YITABLE TATE. 

The Southern Pacific Company is doing 
excellent service for the valley road by 
push ing forward its work of extending the 
coast line from Sao Lnis Obispo to Santa 
Barbara and by shortening the peninsular 
entrance to San Francisco liy beginning 
the construction of its cut-off through tlie 
I'otrero and the San Bruno hills. By these 
two mean« it will save about a hundred 
miles in distance between Los Angelesand 
San Francisco, and hence will shorten its 
schedule time between San Francisco and 
N ew Orleans by about five hours. 

This will be a great gain to the Southern 
Pacific, which necessarily regards its over- 
land business as the supreme considera- 
tion. At the same time it will shoulder 
the whole San Joaquin Valley out of the 
system of transcontinental traffic. This 
means a great deal in divers ways. The 
route from Saugiis via Santa Barbara and 
San Luis Obispo to San Francisco, Ijesides 
saving about a hundred miles or five hours 
over the San Joaquin route, will be ex- 
ceedingly picturesque and the ideal route 
for tourists. Instead of carrying passengers 
throngh the long stretches of the San 
Joaqum Valley, the new line will intro- 
duce them to a charming succession of 
coast, mountain, forest and valley scenery. 
During the summer months the heat of 
San Joaquin Valley is uncomfortable to 
travelers who are confined in railroad 
trains, and the new route will obviate 
that difficulty by transporting them 
through a region w hich is cooled by the 
pleasant breezes ot the Pacific. Further- 
more, the Southern Pai-iilc has always la- 
bored under the disadvantage, not only of 
having a southern line of monotonous 
scenic features, but one devoid of the very 
valuable charm which a vtew ol the ocean 
brings. The new overland route via San 
Luis Obispo and Santa Barbara will fur- 
nish all the lacks of the present route 
tliTough the San Joaquin. 

It is inevitable, therefore, that the San 
Joaquin Valley is to be sidetracked by the 
Southern I'a' il.'-. ami tiia; iis l)eautif'al cit- 
ies and orchar'is and vineyards will not be 
given the chance to tell their story of 
opiKirtunity and wealth to the visitor who 
reaches these shores by the southern 
route. Nor will those travelers from the 
north or by way of the Central I'acific to 
San Francisco be given the opportunity on 
their retuzn via the south— whether by the 
Southern Pacific or the Santa Feline— to 
seethe San Joaquin Valley ; for by avoid- 
ing it they may save five hours in time to 
IjOi Angeles and be enabled to enjoy the 
delightful scenery of the San Luis Obispo 
route. In incurring the enormous ex- 
pense required to construct a line from 
Santa Margarita to Santa Barbara through 
the most difficult country that the ."south- 
ern Pacific ever assailed, it took into ac- 
count beforehand the great advantages 
which this line would enjoy on the score 
of overland traffic. 

If the residents of the Ban Joaquin 
Valley underestimate to the smallest ex- 
tent the tremendous disadvantage under 
which they will be placed by this new ar- 
rangement they are lacking in the percep- 
tion required of them to make their wonder- 
ful valley what it ought to be — the leading 
wealth-producing and home-making sec- 
tion of the State. And if ttiey are unable 
to see in the advent of the valley road an 
almost providential means of escape 
from the inevitable calamity w-hich the 
Southern Parafio has prepared for them, 
they are not deserving of the benefits 
which a wholesome manifestation of en- 
terprise would secnre. 

Their only salvation is the valley road, 
and they will not deserve it unless they 
offer every inducement in their power to 
secure it. This road, and it only, will look 
to it that visitors to California shall seo 
what the San Joaquin Valley IS and wtiat 
superb inducements it offers to the makers 
of homes and the builders oi a common- 
wealth. 



PABM ¥AgE8 AID FBEE TEADE. 

Any farmer who has been induced to co- 
operate with the Democrats or the Popu- 
lists because he sincerely believes the Ke- 
publican system of protection does not 
benefit this farmer, will find a convincing 
proof of his error by reading the report of 
the British Board of Trade on the condi- 
tion of farmers and agricultural laborers in 
that country under the free-trade system. 

According to these reports the farm 
laborers of Great Britain are to-day re- 
ceiving ao higher wafes than tbey did 



when free trade was begun in 1845, while 
the condition of the farmer liimself is 
much worse. Fifty years ago the wages 
paid for farm labor ware about Us a week 
while at present in Cambridgeshire they 
are reported as having fallen to Us and 10s 
!^ week (12 75 to |2 50). In Essex they have 
fallen to 10s, and "some are receiving 9s 
and even 8s" ($2 25 and $2) a week. In 
Xorfolk wngps are 10s ($2,'50) a week. In 
Suffolk aiurwiltshire lUs and '.is (l^i.Wand 
$-' J,'!) a week. Women's wages are gener- 
ally lOd and Is (20 to 24 cents) a day. 

This is what free trade has done for the 
farmer and farmhand in the land whose 
industrial conditions are best fitted . to 
profit br free trade. Nor does the evil 
effect of the system end -with the depres- 
sion of agriculture. As farnring has be- 
come unprofitable, even with the low rate 
of wages paid, the land is being aban- 
doned and the rural population seeks a 
home elsewhere. The more energetic and 
thrifty come to America, while the others 
drift into the cities, where they become 
competitors of the workingmen already 
there, and thus fend to lower the rate of 
wages in the city also. As a result the 
British manufacturer has no farming popu- 
lation to buy his gooos or supply him with 
food. He has to look more and more 
every year to foreign lands to find a mar- 
ket and obtain the necessaries of lift. 
Thus the tendency is toward the comple- 
tion of a vicious circle which, beginning 
with the depression in agriculture , leads to 
the depression of every other industry. 

There is certainly nothing in the situa- 
tion of the English farmer, therefore, that 
can entice any intelligent 'American far- 
mer to favor free trade. We have had in 
this country a very disastrous lesson of the 
folly of attacking the protective system, 
but it has been nothing like so disastrous 
as that which the En^^b farmer is now 
undergoing. No trne American would 
like to see farm wages reduced to |2 SO a 
week, and yet that is what they would 
come to if Cleveland and AVilson had their 
way. Fortunately any danger of further 
attempts in the direction of free trade is 
very slight at present, but none the less it 
is just as well to bear the subject in mind 
and note what free trade means for the 
very people who have been trying to coax 
us to adopt it.

AROmn) THE CORRIDORS. 

Edward A. Rix, the engmecr who Is putting 
up the compressed air plant for the operation 
of the pneamaUe guns tx tott Winfleld Scott, 
strolled Into the Palace Hotel yesterday and 

watched the oarrj ing tnbes come into the of- 
tii-e from upstair^. Hi- scriiiched hia chin a 
moment, smiled and turned to a CaUi reporter 
with: 

"Some day there will be tube* all over this 
city HiHi the delivery methods now in vogue, 
whi( 1: 'HT.usiun a great loss of time, wiU be 
gradually supplanted by the more rapid deliv- 
ery made possible by compressed air. This, of 
course, will be between central stations only, 
as the maintenance of individual plants will 
be too expensive. The establishment of sta- 
tions will facilitate business to an enormotis 
extent. For instance, a pacliiige dropped in a 
tube with a terminal at the Falace Hotel conld 
be aent to the Praaldio in abont two minutes, 
or, in other words, consume about as much 
time as one would employ in sending a tele- 
phone meaoage, counting the "Hello, Centrals,' 
and lingering tor switches. There conld be a 
central station down town somewhere among 
the lawyats, and papers, deeds and various 
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doeimients could be sent out to the City Hall 
in a minute and thus IkClUtate legal business, 
wliich, 1 hear from the attorneys, is very an- 
noying sometimes. 

"There Is another point -worth considering. 
Suppose you dropped a letter In Station D, 
which had for Its point of delivery Station K, 
it could be put in the tube and sent over there 
in a Itw seconds, whereas now it Is taken up 
by the carrier, token to the central postofllce, 
and ptobably the next day finds its destina- 
tion." 

"Win It ever take the place of any other 

motive power?" 

".Musi Certainly It will. On all hands we 
hear of nothing but electricity, when, as a mat- 
ter of fact, compressed Air 4s capable ol many 
things which electilelty can never overcome. 
The latter power has caused air to be over- 
looked, but engineers and inventors are mak- 
ing such strides in the direction of pneumatic 
machinery that even the electricians are look- 
ing on in amazement 

"In Paris they deliver small packages, say np 
to three or four pound", twi nty-flve mllen, and 
aside from this they have compressed air fac- 
tories Where they fill cylinders with afr and 
sell it all over the eityi<mr motive power. All 
you have to do is to couple it onto your pipe 
leading toyonr engine and turn on the cock. 
Instantly Its power is In action and the ex- 
haust, being nothing but pure air, is not un- 
healthy. It is perfectly dry and always cold. 
It has the advantage of being less dangerous 
than steam and is portable. Consider all these 
things and then yon will aee how ea.«y it Is for 
a thinking engineer to pause in his electrical 
tirades and think ot something which up to 
within a tew years ago was lost in the shntBe." 

"Compressed air is nsed in Milwaukee forre> 
frfgetating purposes," remarked a bystander. 

"Well," answered Rix, "there Ii a fellow In 
Paris who has built a refrigerator around the 
exhaust of his engines and has placed his 
mother-in-law there. Her body is preserved In 
a perfect state aud hia wife wonts to be put be- 
side her when she dies. This, however, is not 
an argument in favor of compressed air." 

Professor Oscar R. Gleoson, tha horse-troiner. 
Is «UTin« at the Baldwin. This is his first 
visit to California, but ha has been oil over the 
rest ot the Union and has a pretty thorough 
knowledge ot the horseflesh ot the eonntty. He 
was talking lost evening of the relative merits 
of dlfTercnt sections and said: "I rode through 
your J, ark tu-<lay to see what your horses were 
like and was wonderfully surprised. From 
what little I have oeen I believe that thia is go- 
ing to ha the best part ot the whole country 
for horses on account of the eqnobtlity and 
mildness oi yirnr climate and that 
Is what counts for more than 
anything aiss in breeding horseflesh. The 
poorest hones I have ssen anywhere were up 
in Washington, Oregon and British Columbia. 
They are very small and have no breeding. In 
fact, holt their stock is what you would call 
caynses. I have seen more good horses in your 
park today than I hove seen sinoe I left New 
York. All the best horses in the East come 
from the South ond West, from Kentucky, IIU- 
nolo, Iowa and Nebraska mostly. Of course 
they raise horses in New England and the Mid- 
dle Stotes, but they are nearly all underbred 
workhoraea and trotters. They have not the 
climate for thoroughbreda. In Canada most of 
the horses are cold-blooded animals— that la, 
horses with no breeding." 

Frank O'Neill of the Sooth Coast Paper-mill 
at Sequel, who is lu towu, in speaking 
ot the great decteoae in the output 
of paper in the past few years In thia 
State, attriboted it to the fast that there had 
lieen a reduction of rates In freight on the 
classes of paper mode here, whteh enables 
Eastern manufacturers to run into the State 
their Burplna stock and sell at low rates. Not 
more than half OS much paper la being manu- 
toetored now as was a few years ago. The lorg^ 
est mlU in the State, the California of Stockton, 
has been dismantled and the machinery taken 
to Oregon. An Interesting fact stated" by Mr. 
O'Neill shows how the Sonthern Pacific makes 
a direct attsek on CaUfornia indnstries, and 
that was that the tate ot freight on all classes 
of pa^r not manufactured here is much 
higher than on paper ol tha kindsmade in this 
Stote.

The Installation Sermon Preached 
by Rev. Robert iMacken- 
zle. 

The quaint little Mizpah Preslivtcrian 
Church has now a pastor. He was installed 
yesterday with due formality by Rev. 'W. 
\v. Woodworth, moderator of the San 
Francisco presbytery, who was assisted by 
several of the ' well-krown Presbyterian 
ministers of the city. The new pastor. Rev. 
F. A. Doane, is the same one who, for the 
past seven montbs, has had charge of the 
church, and under whose management the 
little church on Harrison street was bnUt. 

As well in honor of the Easter services 
as for the ceremonies of installation the 
eh'irch had been most tastefully decorated 
liy the ladii ? of the congregation. On the 
piutforrn ■.•■.■at bunches of golden yellow 
po],y,;e wi , .• placed in every possible place, 
and aiiiMi,;' them, in beautiful contrast, 
were arranged vases loaded with white 
Easter lilies. To the side of the reading 
desk was placed an open book of white and 
red blossoms, and across the floral pages 
was worked, in crimson petals, "Welcome 
to Our Pastor." 

Eevs. Woodworth, Makcenzie, Farrand 
and Freer took their places on the plat- 
form, and after a hvmn was rendered by a 
choir especially trained for the occasion 
Jir. Woodworth aaked a blessing on the 
afternoon's occasion. Prayer and a chap- 
from the Bible followed, and then Rev. 
Robert Mackenzie, pastor of the First 
Presliylerian Ohurch of tliis city, rose tO 
preu. l. tlie installation sermon. He did 
not care tu preach a regular sermon, ho 
said, bnt did he have such a desire, his 
te.Tt would be the words of St. Paul to the 
Konians, "W care .saved by hc.pe.'' 

"It is with God we have to do, and not 
with man, he said, "and when your pas- 
tor bows his knee in prayer for yon, his 
anxiety is not 'what have I to say to-day,' 
but what has God to sav. .\nd when he 
speaks to you it is not wfiat Mr. Doane says 
which you hear, but it is what (jod is saying 
through him. No man has ever seen the 
Father at any time except Jesus Christ, lor 
be was with God. and came from his side 
to this earth to preach his gospel. And 
this gospel, preached by (;hrist, who came 
to this worlrl to clear the darkness as the 
sun of Greenland rises after the months of 
winter's gloom, is essentially a gospel of 
hope.

On Saturday nfomtng Lieutenant O. C. 
Boa:draan Jr. and a detachment of the 
signal corps left the city on the 8 o'clock 
boat on a mounts! trip to Mount Diablo, 
where an intermediate station was to be 
established for titewoiktebe perfotmed 
Sunday. 

After traversing the hills back of Berke- 
ley the troopers took the trail leading 
down into Contra Costa County and then 
struck the road for the summit of Mount Di- 
ablo. Arriving at the hotel the detach- 
ment dismonnted and bivouacked in a field 
and prepared for their evening repast, hav- 
ing first cared for their horses. 

An early morning start was made for 
the top of the mountain and by 9:15 
o'clock communication was opened up 
with San Francisco. Captain Hanks, nnder 
whose supervision the expedition was con- 
ducted, established the home station on 
Telegraph Hill, with another detachment 
of the corps, and after waiting for thx 
clouds to roll by, there being a long, low 
line of clonds hanging over the valley below 
the peak, joyfully exeiaimcd, "there they 
are, look!" and immediately all eyes were 
turned in that direction, the peak from 
that time being perfectly clear, and there 
was seen the flssa of their minor, which 
looked like a dasslingttar peeing over the 
mountain. 

Congratulations of success w^re at 
once forwarded to Lieutenant Boardman 
and on to Lientenaiit F. L. Martin of the 
Sacramento Signal Corjis, who was in 
charge at that end of the line, and later on 
word was received from Sacramento that 
everj'thing was working in fine order. 

The work was kept up till noonday, 
wlicn word to close Station was forwar<ied 
and the Monnt Diablo station started on 
their return to the city. 

■The work just performed by the Signal 
Corps goes to show what a necessary ad- 
junct tiie functions of this branch of the 
service are to the State in case of actual 
warfare or telegraph or railroad strikes. 

The day was neantifnl and e-vccptionally 
fine for the practice, l lie regulation helio- 
graphs were used. Tlio di>tance over 
whfch the messufres were transmitted was 
about 100 miles, it being thirty-two miles 
from the city to Mount Diablo and seventy 
from that point to Sacramento. 

The corps has various other trips mapped 
out, which they will undertake throughout 
the summer months.

The San Franci.«co Civic Federation, 
which embraces such reform associations 
as the Good (Tovernnicnt CIuli and the Law 
and Order League, is preparing to get 
down to the solid work of reform at once. 
For the purpose, therefore, of having some 
well-defined plan of operation the execu- 
tive committee is to meet this afternoon at 
4 o'clock in the office of President L J. Tru- 
man at the Coltunbia Banking Oomimny, 
236 Bush street. At this meeting a scheme 
of apportioning the work to suh-organiza- 
tions and of districting the city so as to 
facilitate the labor ot investigation will be 
outlined as a preliminary to the meeting 
of the federation which is to take place on 
Wednesday. The executive committee at 
present consists of: P. G. Dexter, chair- 
man ; I. J. Truman ; Kev. J. Cummings 
Smith, pastor of the Trinity Presbyterian 
Church ; Rev. B. R. Dille, pastor of the 
Central M. £. Church; Curtis Hillyer, aeo- 
retarv ox xne federation; John M. Rey- 
nolds"; M. McGlynn, president of the Fed- 
erated Trades, and Mrs. Rose il. l''reiich. 

A model for intelligent and scientitlc ac- 
tion is found in the plan of the Chicago 
Civic Federation, the methods of which 
have been brought out strongly to public 
notice in W. T. Stead's book, "If Christ 
Came to Chicago," but the San Francisco 
Federation will not follow closely upon the 
lines laid down there. It proposes, how- 
ever, to adopt a method of dividing the 
association into sections somewhat sim- 
ilar to the Chicago plan, and of segregat- 
ing the reform work m a manner that will 
make such apportionment as shotild prom- 
ise the best results. For instance, the Chi- 
cago Federation has segregated its work 
and apportioned it to "sections" or sub- 
organizations in this manner: One section 
devotes itself altogether to "Municipal" 
work ; another to '•Philanthropic" ; a third 
to "Industrial " ; a fourth to "Educational 
and Social," and a fifth to "Moral Reform." 
Rev. E. R. Dille summed up what was con- 
templated in the following statement yes- 
terday afternoon : 

"^\e don't intend to rcortraiiizc, but to 
get more fully organized. Somewhat after 
the Chicago style we are going to divide up 
into 'sections, but the great work to be 
undertaken to partake of the nature of a 
campaign of education. 

"Our lime during the winter, you know, 
was mostly absorbed in our efforts to have 
what was called the Way mire bill enacted 
into a law. We found that the public was 
not quite ready yet for that. It took two 
years for the New York public to be made 
ready for a Leiow investigation. We 
might possibly have succeeded with the 
Fitzgerald bill. The fact is, however, that 
we (fid better than if we had actually got 
the Waymire bill through— we aroused 
public sentiment. Xow we will settle down 
to steady work for law and order and for 
the i-'ood government of the city, and will 
meet for tliat purpose on Wednesday. 

"In dividing the federation into sections 
will systematize the work in this 
manner: 

"One section will be known as the com- 
mitte on 'health and safety.' This section 
will deal with all sanitation questions, the 
use of streets, the danger of elwtric light 
wires and trolley wires and also the water 
supply and the sewers — everything, in 
fact, pertaining to the health and nUeqr of 
the city. 

"The second section will be on 'Elec- 
tions'—purity ol elections. This is the 
kind of work well suited to the Good 
Government Club and it will probably be 
assigned to it. 

"The third section will have to do with 
'Municipal Ollices.' It will aee to it that 
such othces arc properly conducted— will 
prevent, if possible, mnnioipal corruption. 

"Tben there will be a section on 'Police 
Department,' to cover the whole police 
svsleni of the city. 

"Aside from tlie committee on public 
morals dealiiii^ with the question of the 
social evil thtre i^ to be a separate section 
on pamblin;:. The re.i;ular work of the 
coniiiiittee on public morals will deal witli 
bad literature and the indecent and much- 
joked-abont nude exhibitions of the human 
anatomy upon theatrical boards. Some 
people seem to think that the offensively 
nude is eminently artistic. \\c consider 
the disgustingly 'loud' pictures posted in 
public places to be not only grossly inar- 
tistic but actually insulting to the public 
mind. The perpetrators of them seem to 
assume that the people are no better than 
the indecent pictures wantonly forced upon 
the sense of sight. Sometimes I wonder if 
the public has any rights which private 
concerns are reasonably supposed to re- 
sjiect. 

"A literary bureau wiil also be estab- 
lished in connection with this committee 
for the circulation of proper literature. I 
believe many of the crimes like tins mur- 
der of two girls, which has just asioiindcd 
the city, can he trac^ to degrading litera- 
ture, and the resultant loose relations be- 
tween the sexes. There seems to be a 
general conspiracy of literary and theatri- 
(al inlltiences to produce, by appealing to 
the animal propensities of human nature, 
a far-spreading satntnalia of nnreatrainea 
license. We hope to lessen these baneful 
iniincnces. 

"Now, so as to be able to carry on the 
work more successfully we contemplate 
districting tbe city, and in each district we 
expect to have a club organized for pur- 
poses of propaganda, to keep the matter of 
good government before the titf io the 
mo.st aggressive manner. 

"The Civic Federation is here to stay. 
It will abide so long a.< there i.'i a reason 
for its existence. Of course it takes u long 
time to move a large community like San 
Francisco, but some of the smaller cities 
have been profoundly awakened. I might 
mention t^&n Jose, Stpckton, Los Ange- 
les, Santa Rosa, Sacramento and Petaluma, 
and in Alameda there has been a general 
upheaval. The recent election in (tekland 
shows what the reform movement ia do- 
in^. This matter of reform is the vital 
subject of the times. 

"So far our federation b»'j done pretty 
well in active reform. The gambling mat- 
ters have all been Hirned over to the Law 
and Order LeaKUi^. The (':im]ibell cases 
will come up bc.'ore a jury in Judge Jo- 
nchimson's conrt 'I'hnrsaay afternoon. I 
will say, in reference to tbem, that if the 
police atitlio'ities do not make out a good 
cu e iiL'ains' them we will, for we have 
gooil evidence. \Vc have succeeded in hav- 
ing stnpiH'd the notorious exhibitions on 
Dupont street. 

"Hut all tiiis work "vas purely incidental. 
Our real crusaUf is against corruptio;i in 
higli places. About everything to wbicli 
we called the attention of the i>olice was 
evaded. Chief Crowley pleaded ignorance 
of the existence of such matters until we 
brought tbem to liglu in stioli a v, ay ih.a 
they could no longer be overlooked. " As to 
our work in the but Legislature, I will say 
that it at least brought out certain men in 
tlirir true (dliirs, and tre now know in 
what caf'tiory to place tlieni. 

' Tlie nece.-i-'ity of such an organization 
as ours is made all the more mauifest by 
the recent action of eight members of the 
Board of .Supervisors in the matter of the 
bituminous .■street pavement. That wax an 
infamous attempt to freeze out J. ('. Jor- 
dan, who has expended f75,U00 in estab- 
lishing a plant in this city. I must ex- 
press mv ndmiration tot the magnificent 
^t:ind tak"n by .Mr. Shortridge in t&e CaLI. 
on that question." 

The division of tbe city into dlstricta, as 
propbsed, involvesa pretty accnrate ksoiwl- 



edge of the character of different portions 
of the city. This task, Secretaiy Curtis 
Hillyer thought last night, would occupy 
most of the session of the executive cora- 
niittee this afternoon. 

Whatever may be the plan of districting 
agreed upon, the system of detective work 
to be followed by the officers of each club 
or sub-organization is to be intelligent and 
thorough, and the reports will go to such 
sections or committees as will be the best 
equiptied to handle them. Thus reports 
on vice will go to the comnitttee on public 
morals from the vari'His clubs, and the 
reports on filthy preini-c^. iiiiprojier sewer- 
age, or dirty streets and alleys, to the com- 
mittee on health and safety. 

A system of vigilance will keep sharp 
watch upon the intentions of the street 
railway companies in the matter of trol- 
ley wires. Every instance ot danger 
arising from running streetcars at a 
great rate of speed over crossings where 
crowded thoroutrhfarcs inter>-cct or from 
failure to jirom rly signal the apjiroach of 
streetcars will be carefully noted and acted 
upon. AniaU?ur detectives will mingle 
w ith the audiences of dive theaters and 
keep a record of every violation of city or- 
dinances. Nothing that is allowed to come 
under the public eye upon bill-boards or 
in the book-stores will be missed. Above 
all a scrutinizing eye will be kept upon the 
City Hall. So that the matter of district- 
ing the city, owing to the complex nature 
of the work of the Federation, and its wide 
scope, becomes not an easy problem to 
solve. 

So general has the reform movement be- 
come, and so necessary is the Civic Feder- 
ation as a check against the laxity of pub- 
lic officials that an effort is being made to 
nationalize the movement. President H. 
K. Waite of the American Institution of 
Civics in New York has taken the initiative 
step toward securing a uniform co-opera- 
tion of all the civic federations of the coun- 
try. Accordingly some correspondence has 
already passed between him and Secretary 
Hillyer looking toward affiliation, and witn 
the promise of tbe San Francisco federa- 
tion that it is ready to affiliate at anytime. 
The prominent magazines, too, which deal 
with economic subjects are devoting space 
to the work. A recMt number of tbe Re- 
view of Reviews contained a snmmary of 
eleven civic federations, and the Arena 
gave an acoonnt of the Ban Francisco Fed- 
eration.

Anv ono who has tried sliooting .t;ame on 
the w-ater from a tossing and uneasy boat 
can appreciate how diflicult it is to plant 
the lead in the place where it wUl do the 
most good.

SOME CHAT ABOUT ART. 



San Francisco lieats Boston From a 
Cqaaparative Stand- 
point. 



There is considerable self-conrntulaon in 
San Francisco art circles over tlie fact that 
the most intiucutial art a.-sociations of the 
Kasterii cities are showing retrogression 
rather than progress, while the San Fran- 
cisco Art Association is going ahead. 

Boston has for so long claimed artistic 
pre-emlnenoe that it is not . unnatural that 
the artists hete shotild feel more or less 
pleased over the faet that their association 
here shows advancetttent, while the Hfty- 
second exhibition of the Boston Art Club 
is a decided disappointment. 

"Pastels and black and white are not 
generally favored mediums here," said a 
member of the Art ,\ssociation hanging 
coininittee y.^sterii^iy, ■■iuit there is no rea- 
son to believe that we may not in the near 
future have morn of sucn work. Sincerity 
in the use of a medium is tbe prime basis 
of success, and so long as brilliant effects 
can be more easily secured in water-colors" 
that medium is likely to be a favorite. 

"But the nccuniuliilion of such effects is 
too iiyrotechiiiial. and a -B-all hung with 
bright water-colors is apt to tire the eyes. 
That the Boston Art Club should give a 
poor water-color exhibition and San Fran- 
cisco a good art exiiibition in any medium 
is natunlly a source of ideasuie to local 
men." 

Receptions have been incidental during 
the last few years among the local artists, 
but a spirit i? spriuKins; np now that prom- 
ises to give new impctas to the social side 
of local art worlc. Among quite a number 
of artists, especially the women workers, 
it is expected that a aeries of receptions 
will talce place, which will, it is believed 
by the chief movers, go far toward obtain- 
ing the eeuerally friendly spirit which now 
is noticeable chiefly through its absence. 
Many artists who have in a rather careless 
spirit be!ont;cd to the Art Association have 
concluded to work together liereafter, and 
the result is expected to show itself before 
long. 

The action of James D. Fhelan, presi- 
dent of the Art Association, in airani:ing 
for the exhibition of Tilden's "lie.ir iifjlit- 
ers," is strongly praised by those interested 
in the progress of California art. 

"Whether the group as a work of art is 
or is not valuable," says Arthur F. 
Mathews, "does not enter into the matter. 
It is a question as to whether or not the 
local workers are to receive any encourage- 
ment. As encouragement, Mr. Fhelan's ac- 
tion is most welcome to the mpinbers of 
the association.'' 

Wednesday is "varnishing day" at the 
insiitute, where the spring exhibition is to 
beheld this week, and by that time tlie 
jury and hanging committee will Jiave ilc- 
cidcd manv questions of value as to the 
pictures submitted. From all appearances 
the walls will be more thoroughly ooveied 
than they have been for some time.

The rerora of the Knights and Ladies of 
Honor ha» t". en a creditable one since its in- 
ception in 1S77. The present membership of 
the order is 82,350, and the increase since 
January 1 has been an average of 1000 month- 
ly. The net increase for the year 18i*4 was 
over StO(M.i, and during that year $1,005,881 05 
w«s received and disbursed among the heirs 
of the deceased members. Certificates w ritten 
during the same period amounted to .'iil3,720,- 
000: total amount in force, $88,480,000. The 
total amount received and disbursed from the 
organization of the order nn to February 15, 
1895, is ^,951,034 72, at tht »niark«bly low. 
average expense per capils' annually of 58 
cents. To this amount California contributed,

CALIFORNIA WINE. 

"Large capital can prolitahly be invested ' 
in the mercimtile part of the wine industry 
of California to-day," said Clarence J. ' 
Wetmore. "There "is now $60,000,000 in- 
vested in this State in the productive part ! 
of the industry, and only between $7,000,000 ; 
and $8,000,000 in the selling part. Instead ' 
of one firm selling 3,000,000 gallons of wine 
there ought to be ten firms selling that | 
same product, .\hout three cents per gal- i 
Ion profit is made Ijy wiiif-selicrs, and the ' 
prohts have been "mainly with the big 
dealers." 

Mr. Wetmore stated that there are now 
in this State 80,000 acres planted to wine 
grapes and 75,000 to raisin grapes. Each 
VI IK yard pays for labor about $1.5 per acre, ' 

and that affords an idea of tlie amount

thus far been equal to the supply. In 

fact olive oil is not yet made here in coni- 
mercial quantities. 

L. r. Kixford, who has had considerable 
experience in olive-growing in Sonoma 
County, states that at the lowest estimate 
from $."iO to $100 an acre can be made off 
an olive orchard. A large (jnantity of so- 
called olive oil is inijiorte d into this coun- 
try. It is pertinent here to mention the 
fact that in Italy there is an ormous mar- 
ket for American cotton-seed oil. This is 
mixed with olive oil and shipped back to 
I the cuuinry as ■'genuine" olive oil. No 
adulteration is practiced in California, ami 
the olive oil made here can be depended 
on as the pure article. » 

Olive trees pay a profit in this country at 
the early age of'four years, while in Europe 
the time is e.xtendcd a couple of years. 
The olive tree will thrive wherever the 
temperature does not go as low as lo 
degrees above zero. It is remarkalde that 
at the I'aris Kxiiositioii only two meilals 
were awarded to I'uited States producers 
of olive oii. ami those two bronze medals 
were both awarded to Sonoma County 
orchardists — L. I'. Ri.xford and G. W. 
Hooi'er. 

It was the opinion of several orchardists 
spoken to on thia subject that the tinal 
outcome of the olive oil industry will be 
that the olive-growers will .sell their pick 
to bij; iiiaiiufaL'turers, who will engage ex- 
clusively in this olive oil industry. Only 
recently the agent of a London supply- 
house informed Secretary Kilcher of the 
State B.iard of Trade that' he could find a 
market in England for the olive oil of 
California, as wealthy families would 
gracefully pay higher prices for the pure 
article, whibj it is notorious that the 
European olive oil is nearly all adulter- 
ated. . 

CALIFORNIA WOOL. 

The wool industry of the United States 
snfferedagreatsetb.uk when the present 
' tariff bill was passed. And \YOol-grower8 
are almost a unit in the sentiment that 
under a system of free trade the sheep in- 
dostry of this country cannot be a profit- 
t able investment. Feeding on the ranges of 
i California to-day are TOO.IXWshet i'.

In regard to the prices of wool, they are 
just about half what they were In 1892 and 
l'<;t3, and even the present very low prices 
are barely good enough to enable domestic 
wool to liold its own against importations 
of foreign wool. There seems to be no 
relief in prospect so long as the wool 
market of the Tnitud State.s is thrown 
oi»en to all tb*' world.

.'•Indeed," declares General Chipman, 
"our fruits, wines and brandies find their 
V. ay in limited amounts to the most of the 
' nmiorcial ports of the world, but in no 
^ - rt of uropnrtion to inhabitants, and in no 
r-'lation to what would .seem to be a de- 
liiand wlien once introduced. We have 
found it true in our own country tliat our 
market expands in proportion to the effort 
to I'lace our products before consumers. 
The World's markets are our markets when 
we shall have given some of our zeal in 
planting to the problem of selling." 

The same authority makes a comparison 
of with 1891 in reports of fruit ship- 
ments. A falling o!T in canned goods is 
discovered, but an increase in all others. 
The quantity shipped is lar-e enough to 
show a healthy demaml. The sales of 
dried fruits have j.erceptibly iiureased. 
California now exports I'y sc.; f-ijm San 
Traneisco to foreign ports nearly lU per 
cent of the entire product of dried fruit, 
excluding raisins. This is regarded as 
quite significant In 1891 the amount was 
7iJ,9li pounds. In 1891 it was 923,5i'2 
pounds. In 1891 there were consignments 
from this, port to only sixteen points on 
the globe; in 1894 to forty-two points. 
Shiiinients to England have more than 
doubled, and the increase of shipments to 
Australia was over 100,000 pounds. 

A notable fact is the export of vegetables 
f'y sea. California sent away last year 
over 8,iW,fiiiO pounds, most of which con- 
■ fciste-I of bean-, onions and potatoes.

sumption through the aid of better mer- 
cantile facilities, the acreage of our vine- 
yards should double. 

■ Thirty million gallons of wine is pro- 
duced annually in the United States, and 
of these Caliiornia produces 17.000.000 gal- 
lons. As there are 66,000,000 people in Uiis 
country, it is seen that the rate of con- 
sumption i.s not half a gallon per cajiita. 
yratice produces thirty gallons per capita. 
In California the consumption of wine is 
six gallons to every per.son. The annual 
beer consumption of the United States is 
twenty gallons per capita. If the wine 
consumption coufd hie increased toone gal- 
lon per capita we could afford to double 
our acreage. 

"The wine business has taken a forward 
stride this year. This is due partly to last 
year's short crop and to the formation of a 
wine-growers' syndicate to get their wines 
into a few hands and secure for it uniform 
rates. Where wine was from 7 to s cents 
per gallon last year, it is from 12 to 16 cents 
per gallon this year." 

With reference to the use of French 
wines in the country Mr. Wetmore brought 
some data to show t hat in the impor- 
tation of French wines to the United States 
was 4,000,000 gallons, while in 1894 the 
amount imported was very close to the 
same figures. There are ten times the 
number of restaurants to-day andtbey use 
wine on a larger scale geueraily, so that the 
native product is well in the swim. 

"The work of our commission has been 
particularly to have California wines 
known and recognized bv California laljels. 

"It is not generally Iciiown that right 
here in San Francisco you can obtain ut 
supply-houses any kind of label you want 
for vour bottled wine, together witii 
branded stopiferu—freiich. German. Ital- 
ian or Spanish. Those who order French 
wines in restaurants are in nine cases out 
of ten simply paying an extra price for the 
label. 

"In l'<sjthe itnnortation of French wines 
to .San Francisco was over 300,000 gallons. 
In 18^ it was only 24,000 gallons. The 
French people themselves in this country 
remain true to their pride in the use of 
French wines. 

"The consumption of our California 
wines is now increasing at the annual rate 
of 1,000,000 gallons. For the past five years 
the average production has been 17,000,000 
gallons. 

"It is truth, fully maintained, that the 
ordinary wines of California arc superior 
to the ordinary wines of France, and they 
are moreove'r cheaper than the Frencn 
product. On an average our wines com 
pare favorably with those of any country 
in the world. 

"California is not afraid of the opinions 
of _ the winemen of Europe. As proof of 
this 143 cases of wine, representing twenty- 
nine different growers, have just been 
shipped to Bordeaux, France, to be ei- 
perted there in competition with the world 
at the wine exposition which begins there 
in May." 

A letter was received a few days since by 
Mr. Wetmore from a wine men haut of 
Copenhagen, soliciting the agency for Cali- 
fornia wines for Denmark, Norway and 
Sweden. The wines of this SUte are known 
all oyer the world and are attracting atten- 
tion. There is a line future in store for the 
vineyardist;. 

"For the next ten years," concluded Mr. 
Wetmore, "the winemen will make money 
and the industry will be one ot the most 
profitable. We have come to a period 
where tliere is really no surplus wuie on 
hand, and when the consumption is equal 
to if not greater than the prodt^ction." 

OIL OF OLIVES. 

In the future of thia State the olive oil 
industry bid* fair to be an important 
means of profit to a very large number of 
picople. Many new olive orchards are being 
planted. Ten years ago there was hardly any 
olive oil made in the State. To-day it is 
being made in every fruit-growing coun- 
ty. Kearli all the oil at present ^3 pressed 
by comparatively primitive methods and at 



cific coast afford to build up Eastern man 
ufactures at our expense?" That is what 
we are doing to-day. A careful estimate 
shows that fully four-lifths of the wool of 
California is sent to Eastern States, aud 
there manufactured into clothing and 
other woolen fabrics and shipped back 
again to this coast as a market. 

There is a prolit in woolen manufactures, 
and home enterprise must find an answer 
to the question just j.ropounded, in the 
operation and support of factories on this 
coast that will convert our wool output 
into fabrics for trade and commerce. 

Every well-manaired woolen-mill in Cali- 
fornia is doiiii: well to-day. The mills at 
Stockton, Napa and Marysville will serve 
as examples. There is no reason why 
woolen-mills in California should not be 
money-makini; institutions. Proper effort 
and good managemeii'. are necessary to 
success, however, in this field as in others 
There are plenty of wools here adapted 
to the uses ot local woolen-mills. For the 
manufacture of blankets, flannels and 
tweeds fir.-t-grade wools are not used; but 
it is a conceded fact that no wools are 
grown anywhere better than in this State 
for the piirrxises. The seven months' Cali- 
fornia short wool is the best wool grown in 
anv country for the manufacture of lliu- 
nels. It is as cheap here as it is anywhere. 
The Napa and Stockton mills are turning 
out flannels as fine as any in the market. 

The shee^. industry of California is in 
the hands ot a < omjiaratively few men. If 
the greater part or all of the wool pro- 
duced in this StatA could be converted into 
manufactured goods here employment 
wonid be opened to thousands and the vast 
benelits of such home industry would be 
felt throughout every business interest of 
the State. 

For years, it seems, a prejudice has ex- 
isted among California people against home 
manufactured wools, but this feeling that 
our Western manufactured article was in- 
ferior to the Eastern goods is rapidly being 
dissipated. California manufactures woolen 
goods equal in quality and as low in price 
as the woolen mannfaotttrea of the Eastern 
States. 

Take, as an instance, the Stockton mill, 
which turns out more goods, perhaps, than 
any other mill on the coast. L. w. Neu- 
stadter, who is interested in that mill, 
stated to a < reporter that at the Stock- 
ton establishment none but Pacific Coast 
wool was used. It is manufactured into 
flannels, cassimeres and blankets. 

"The mill's output of llaiinels and cassi- 
meres is largely made up into garments for 
the trade right here in San Francisco," 
said Mr. Neustadter. "It will be interest- 
ing, however, for yon to know that a large 
portion of the Stockton product of flannels 
and blankets goes east of the mountains. 
In fact, they are actually sold to Eastern 
manufacturers, who, in turn, jobthemand 
retail them. 

T think that if people would make up 
their minds to give the home manufac- 
tured article the preference, when iiuality 
and price are equal, there would be double 
as manv California made articles sold to- 
day. The demand for articles of home in- 
dustry is growing. Its continued increase 
will mean a grand revival in this State; 
for. after all, manufacturing is the thing 
that will make this country truly prosper- 
ous. At the Stockton mUls and depend- 
ent institutions employment is given di- 
rectly to 800 people.' 

The San Jose ami Petalama mills have 
earned good reputations for their manu- 
factures. For nearly a score of years the 
"San Jose blankets" have had a healthy 
demand in the market. What is needed 
is more enterpri.se and energy in the busi- 
ness. As was observed at the beginning of 
this article there are big profits to be made 
in woolen manufactwes in this State. The 
>'iiirit of home sapport of home indnstriea 
is taking strong hold of the people of Cali- 
fornia. 

POOD LUXURIES. 

There are three extensive cracker and 
cake manufactories in San Francisco, be- 
sides 4uite a number of smaller establish- 
ments in the same line. Three big fac- 
tories are those of the American Biscuit 



I as Salt Lake City and all over the Pacific 
Coast. It employs directly 100 girls and 
150 men and boys in the manufaciure of 
crackers. The company's capital stock is 
$l,OOU.iXVi. Every variety of crackers and 
cakes known to the American or European 
market is made. The machinery is all the 
most modern and approved ainl is run by 
a l.iO-horsepower steam engine. 

Last year tlint one establishment paid 
out here in wages ^170.000. The other two 
factories also ship to foreign ports and 
have large forces of men anu girls em- 
ployed. The cracker trade is growing 
brisker now, owing to the improvement in 
the times. Crackers and cakes may be 
termed luxuries, and when times are dull 
people do without them, so the brighten- 
i ing up and extension of thia mancet is 
' but another indication of the letam <^ a 
good, healthy financial feeling. 

REVOLUTION IN DAIRYINQ. 

A gradual revolution is in progress in the 
dairying industry of the coast, and the old 
methods are giving place to new. The 
creamery process is being introduced right 
along in the coast counties from Del Norte 
to Santa Barbara, and that process will en- 
able l^alifornia dairymen to compete with 
Eastern tine product- in any inarKet. 
An interesting and inslrui live interview 
had by a ('At.i. reporter yesterday with 
A. H. Hills of Uills Brothers, dealers in 
i dairy produce. 

i "The California dairyman has become 
alive to the fact that he has to goathis busi- 
' ness on strictly business jirinciples," said 
I Mr. Uills. "He must produce his butter 
; on a scientific plan and manage his indua- 
; try with minute attention to every detail. 
I He must know whether a cow is givinc '2per 
cent or 4 per cent of milk. Practically it 
does not cost any more to keep a 4-per-cent 
cow than it does to keep a 2-per-cent one. 
Poor cows must be weeded out, and the 
dairyman must produce from 20 to 30 per 
; cent more butter at the same cost of pres- 
ent iiroduction. 

"The creamery business is the only solu- 
tion of profitable dairies. They are being 
estalilished wlierever it is possible to pl.ace 
one. In each district, however, milk 
should be conhned to as few creameries as 
possible, because the larger the creamery 
the cheaper the cost of manufacture and 
the greater the value of a tiniform quality 
of butter. 

"At present there are practically no 
shipments of California dairy products to 
the East. California butter that has been 
shipped has been below the Eastern fancy 
grades. 

"Now, when California has creameries 
enough to turn out carluads of high grade 
goods, all neatly packed and all made 
within a few days, our butifrwill take a 
higher place intbee-tini.;i . ii .f Eastern 
manufacturers and con-,nnn rs. and lind 
markets where to-day it is unknown. 



which wear out before the dress they are 
used on wears out, while good shell whale- 
bone will outwear a number of dresses in 

succession. 

Captain J. N. Knowles, the manager, 
was briefly interviewed by a Call reporter. 
From him it was learned that the com- 
pany pays out $900,000 a year for labor and 
outfits, and all the outfits are purchased in 
this market. 

"1 may say with safety," said the cap- 
tain, "that this company now practically 
controls the whalebone business ot the 
world. We are now shipping whalebone 
to Eastern markets and to Europe. 

"Our compunv lias other heavy interests. 
A cannery which we operate on Prince 
Williams Soimd, Alaska, puts up annually 
60,000 cases of salmon. This is run in 
connection with our whaling business and 
is a vast and paying industry. We also 
have an oil factory, located on the Potrcro 
in this city, where all kinds of lubricating 
and burning oils are mantifactured. Eighty 
men are continuously employed there. 
Our oils are sliipiied "to all parts of the 
country, and we ship whale oils largely to 
the East and Europe." 

The whalebone-cutting indnstry, being a 
new one for San Francisco, a short descrip- 
tion of the methods employed will not 
prove uninteresting. 

The whaleb one, in long strips, just as it 
is taken from tijc whale's mouth, is first 
soakeil and cleaned and then put into 
long tanks and steameii. It is next 
stripped Up with a drawkhife into various 
widths; cut into a number of lengths; put 
again into the steaming tank and then 
split to any required degree of thinness. 
A L-riat deal of the whalebone is cut into 
strips three feet long, of various weights, 
thicknes.ses and tjualities, and carefully 
packed in long cvlindrical boxes. The 
shell is the valuable part of the whale- 
bone, the grain being only of inferior 
Iiuality. All classes of bones are cut for 
whips, but the shell bone is demanded for | 
dresses and corsets. The shell whalebone 
intended for the European market is 
highly polished. 

In order to convey an idea of the value 
of whalebones it may be stated that when 
crude none was sent to New York and 
Europe, shipping never less than a car- 
load, the value {>er carload ranged from 
$so,ooo to $100,000. 

UNION IRON WORKS. 

The ( niou Iron Works has attained 
national celebrity for its achievements in 
the line of ship-building. It is a mam- 
moth plant and at its busiest time has em- 
ployed as many as 2200 men. At present 
only 1000 men are working there, but the 
management reports that businesa is grow- 
ing better and the conditions are very prom- 
ising for the immediate future. Just now 
the biggest piece of work to be seen at the 
yards i.s the battleship Oregon, the comple-

OUR WHALEBONE TRADE. 

Few people of the coast are aware, per- 
hajis, of the fact that nine-tenths of all the 
wlmii bone used in the world is brought 
iiit" ;h>- port of San Francisco, and yet 
such is the case, and it has been so for the 
last fifteen years. Most of the whaling 
vessels are now owned and controlled in 
this city. A few whalers still hail from 
New Bedford, Mass., which was at one 
time the great whaling port, but New Bed- 
ford's glory is a thing of the past, and San 
Francisco now wears the laurels. 

One of the vast enterprises of this city 
and coast is represented bv the Pacific 
Steam Whaling Company. \t has a capi- 
tal of ^'_',0oo.ooi1, ami owns and controls 
twelve steamers and four sailing vessels, 
that are used in the fishing and canning 
business. Most of the fleet was built here 
in San Francisco, and tlie vessels are fitted 
out from here every year. Altojiether 
there are fully 1000 men in the employ of 
the Pacific Steam Whaling Company. In 
former years the product of whalebone 
landed iiy t he ships here was transported 
til New York and llience to Eurot>e, where 
it was manufactured for the dress, corset 
and whip trade. Dnring the past year this 
company has established a mctory here at 
30 California street, and is now engaged in 



ing made for an Arizona mining company. 

" ' ' ' 's being titted 
out with a complete new set of boilers. In 
this latter work the Howdeii forced- 
draught system is used. It consists of a 
hot-air draught underneath the grates, 
peculiarly arranged so as to obtain much 
Higher horsepower out of the boilers than 
Would be the case with only the natural 
draught. 

In electrical work the company is mak- 
ing rapid advances. Several electrical 
plants are now under way, one of them de- 
signed tor the Occidental Hotel. The en- 
gineering work for the Market-street elec- 
tric road system was done here. A while 
ago, the city of Chicago liad a monopoly 
of the copper-bond wire manufacture. The 
purpose of the bond wire is to carry cur- 
rents around the ends of rails where the 
space occurs between lengths. The Union 
has already made .')0,0(X) of those bond 
wires for tlie California electric roads. In 
this line of manufacture the works have 
not only met Eastern prices, but have even 
taken vrork away from Eastern competi- 
tors. 

Connected with the works is a hydraulic 
drydock, 450 feet long, which takes the 
largest steamers that come into port, the 
capacity being eOOO tons. 

PACIFIC ROLLING MILLS. 

The Pacific Rolling Mills are one of San 
Francisco's big enterprises. The works 
were started in 1868, and at that time em- 
ployed only 150 men, and made only mer- 
chant bar iron. The plant was enlarged, 
and flat steel rails, now out of date and 
use, were manufactured. Then, with the 
advent of cable roads, preparations were 
made to do the class of work required by 
cable lines. In 1878, the rolling mills 
made the first girder rail, which was de- 
signed by Henry Root, the builder of the 
California-street and Market-street cable 
roads. Root invented nearly all the ap- 
pliances used on those two roads. He 
took oat patents for avarything he uip 



vented, with the exception of that girder 
rail, and there be missed it, for if ha had 

only patented that rail, he would have 

realized millions. 

Eight year" after the girder rail was first 
manufactured liere the Johnson Company 
of Ohio, controlled by the well-known free- 
trader, Tom Johnson, took out a patent 
for the girder rail and brought suit against 
the Pacific Kolling-mill Company for in- 
fringement. The San Francisco company 
won the suit and proved that they had 
been manufacturing the girder rail years 
before any patent of it was dreamed aliout. 

.\U the cable railway work in tliis city 
was done at tliese mills, and the construc- 
tion of cable roads having reached some- 
where near the limit the company turned 
its attention to the manufacture of struc- 
tural material for big fireproof buildings. 
It furnished that class of work for the 
Mills, Mutual Life and Union Trust Com- 
pany's building, and is now doing the 
same work for tne immense P.irrott build- 
ing in course of c.jnstrui tion. The iron 
Work on the Jliss Emma Spreckels build- 
ing was done by the company, as well as 
tile iron work for the Claus Spreckels resi- 
dence on Van Kess avenue. The last- 
named building is notable as being the 
first absolutely fireproof residence put up 
on the west siile of the Rocky Mountains. 
A lire could be started in any one room 
and could not extend tjeyond, as the walls 
and floor and ceiling are all of fireproof 
material. 

In lij83 the company put in a steel plant, 
which enabled them to keep abreast of the 
times. The mills are doing the steel fire- 
proof work for the new City Hall dome, 
which will be the third highest dome in 
the world, St. Pi-icr's coming tir«t, with a 
height of 4:ii; feet; a dMUu- in I'lorcmc :it xi, 
388 feet, and then the City Hall, with aJO. 
feet. 

Countless tons of scrapiron from every- 
where are used here. Some of the scraps 
come from lands across the sea and from 
the other side of the continent, ships fre- 
quently arriving with scrapiron in ballast. 

The complement of the mills is 1200 men, 
but only 400 are employed at present. In 
busy seasons the payroll lias been as high 
as $iW,OiX) a month. The capacity of the 
Pacific Rolling Mills is 50,000 tons of mate- 
rial per year, ^ 

HOHE-nADB CIGARS. 

One of the home industries that has 
suffered in a most severe manner from the 
encroachments of an Eastern manufac- 
tured article and a sort of prejudice against 
home-made goods is the manufacture of 
cigars. This prejudice was based on the 
impression that Western cigars were nearly 
ali of Chinese make. To show what a de- 
cline this industry has taken in the past 
ten years it is only necessary to say that in 
1885 there were 5000 Chinese aud 7000 white 
men employed in making cigars in San 
Francisco. The Chinese have been forced 
out of the business in great numbers and 
the white f'irces have also decreased until 
to-day there are 282 factories in San Fran- 
cisco, seventy-three of which are Chinese, 
and only 300 white men and about double 
that number of Cliine=e are employed. In 
the revenue district comprising the terri- 
tory betweeu the Sacramento River and 
the* Mexican line there are 480 factories. 
It is difficult to obtain the number of em- 
ployes, as each manufacturer files a bond 
enabling biin to eniDioy lifty, while per- 
haps he may employ less than ten persons. 

The figures of the revenue office in this 
district show the decline within the past 
few years as follows: Number ot cigars 
manufactured for the year ending Decem- 
, her 31, 1891, 9.'5,32-i,163; cigarettes, 2,458,340; 
! for 1892, 90,773,053 cigars, 14,468,000 cigar- 
ettes; for 1893, 72,943,410 cigars, 10,608,700 
cigarettes. Corresnondingly with the de- 
cline of the home cii^'ar trade the business 
in the imported article has swelled up to 
magnitudinous proportions. 

Secretary George W. Van Guelpen of the 
local district of the Cigar-makers' Inter- 
national Union made the following state- 
' ment to a C.\ll reporter: "We on the 
Pacific Coast can manufacture as good a 
cigar for the same price as can be done 
anywhere m the East. Our union has 
copyrigliteil a air"l, whic h is a guarantee 
of white Workmanship on union brands, 
and the most careful restrictions are main- 
tained with regard to the use of this label. 
Now, we have rejiorts that show that one 
certain Eastern brand sells iiere in San 
Francisco 300,000 cigars a month. 

"There are at least twenty other brands , 
that will average each about 100,000 
cigars a month sold in this city. These 
are all of the better quality of cigars which 
retail at 10 cents and three for 25 cents. 
If th"se cigars were manufactured on this j 
coast it wm.l 1 give employment to fully | 
oUUO white persons, who would earn ] 
150,000 a week, or over $200,000 a month, 
nearly all of which earnings would go into ' 
the channels of trade and remain in circu- 
lation here; while to-day, as all those 
goods come from the East, not one cent of 
such money is spent here. If home in- 
dustry were generally patronized when 
jirice and quality are equal trade would 
stride ahead and times would soon be 
flourishing." 

CALIFORNIA MARBLE. 

The marble quarries of California are 
winning fame nei^r and far. The grand 
marble columns of the Hobart building, 
he li rst and second floor casing and stair- 
ways of the Mills building, the Sacra- 
mento jiostotiice and the Public Library of 
Stockton are built of California marble 
quarried in Inyo County. The largest 
quarry in the State is located near Keeler, 
on the shore of Owens Lake, Inyo County. 
There are quarries less extensive owned by 
the Colton Marble tinarrv. San Ber- 
nardino County; Carrera Marble Com- j 
pany, Amador County ; Columbia Marble i 
Works, Tuolumne County, and Victor ! 
i Marble Quarry, San Bernardino County. I 
The demand for California marble "is } 
growing. White, black, yellow, bine 
veined marble are produced. A large 
amount of money is invested in the in- 1 
dustry. 



Sierras, California doubled her silver out- 
pntofl8j98. Onr silver mines bring in a 
half million dollars annually. 

But our mineral riches are not confined 
to gold and silver. The quicksilver mines 
produced $1,100,000; borax, $t)UO,000; petro- 
leum, $)90O,00O; clay and its manufactures, 
$870,000; limestone, $290,000; salt, $213,000; 
macadam rock, $2S0,00<}; bituminous rock, 
; $200,000; asphaltum, $175,000; coal, $170,000; 
mineral waters, $200,000. The mines give 
employment directly and indirectly to 
over 25.000 men, and their combined value 
is upward of $20,000,000. The rapid appre- 
ciation of gold, due to the anti-silver legis- 
lation and its depressing effect on the 
white metal, acted as a mighty impetus to 
the gold-mining industry. The world 
must still bow to California as the land ot 
gold. 

THE LUMBER TRADE. 

Lumber men figure ont that after thirty- 
five years of cutting only per cent of the 
available timber of the Pacific Coast has 
been cut away. There are virgin forests of 
fine timljer ail over the west coast. In fact 
only the fringe of the timber of the coast 
has been shorn off. Douglas fir, or Oregon 
pine, and California redwood are known 
and valued all over the world. 

"The lumber business has felt the hard 
times like everything else," said Secretary 
D. H. Bibb of the Golden Gate Lumber 
Companv, "but I am informed th'at there 
is more building right now in contempla- 
tion on the architects' boards than at any 
time for the last four years. We already 
feel the improvement aiid there are indica- 
tions of a gradual and sure increase of 
business this year and next. 

"Our Douglas fir has uo equal for structu 
ral purposes, bridge and ship bnUding. It 
is snipped to South America, Africa, Aus- 
tralia, China, Japan, England and France. 
The demand in those countries is steadily 
growing. Our redwood, for finishing pur- 
poses, IS also in strong demand wherever 
it has been introduced. An order for 
1,000.000 feet of redwood has just been 
shipped from (.'alifornia, consigned to liebe 
of London, the largest furniture-dealer in 
the world. 

"There is a producing capacity on this 
coast of 1.00<3,0iW.o<JO feet of pine lumber. 
The home consumption amounts to 
350,000,000 feet annually; and the foreign 
consumption, or off-shore business, to 
150,000,000 feet per year. Of redwood there 
is a producing capa'cifv of .tOO,000,000 feet: 
the home consumption being 200,000,006 
and the foreign .tO,0<Xi,COO feet. 

"Scattered along the Sierra Nevada 
Mountains, from Siskiyou to Kern County, 
are a large number of small mills, engaged 
in manufacturing yeilow anil sugar pine 
and spruce lumber. " Theirannual capacity 
is about I.SO.OOO,!""! feet, with a consump- 
tion of about (iii.iKHi.iiOn feet. About 10,000 
men are employed in the woods and mills 
by the lumber industry, besides the large 
number engaged in the shipping part of 
the business. " 

QLOVE-MAKINQ, 

Seven of the largest glove-manufacturing 
establishments in San Francisco and vicin- 
ity have joined hands for their common 
benefit in the Olove Manufacturers' Asso* 
ciation. The firms enrolled in that mem- 
bership are: B. Blumenthal >fc Co., F. Q. 
Conkling & Co., H. Busby, H. & L. Block, 
Golden GateGIove Company, Carson Glove 
Company, Raymond & Williams ot Napa. 

These companies employ from twenty to 
fifty bands each, men, women and boys, 
all white labor. It was one of the objects 
of the association to employ only white 
labor. A Chinese glove works was seri- 
ously talked of some time ago, but the 
association prevailed upon the tanners not 
to supply the Chinese with matejial. and 
thus the Celestial glove factory was never 
opened. In glove-making the men earn all 
the way from $1 50 to $•< per day: the girls 
from :f.) to $1S per week. Glove leather 
tanned in San Francisco is used by these 
manufacturers, who supply gloves not 
only to the trade in every State and Terri- 
tory of the West, but also as far back East 
as Chicago, All the facwjries in this city 
are run by electric power, the ola fo<w- 
power methods being relegated to the 
shades. 

When spoken to with reference to East- 
ern competition, one manufacturer said: 

"Eastern competition has been very keen, 
^and it is a regretable fact that some San 
Francisco merchants patronize Eastern 
houses, even though the quality and price 
of otir goods are equal to the importation. 
It is not a desirable state of affairs when, 
prices and quality equal, some merchants 
place their small orders at home aud buy 
their big bills of goods from Eastern 
agents. The Call's cnampionship of home 
industry and home protection is most com- 
medable." 

The skins used in glove-making here 
are goat, seal, calf, buck and dog skin, kid 
and mocha. They are all tanned in San 
Francisco, and a number of the tanneries 
here are immense institutions, employing 
hundreds of men. They ship leather very 
heavily to the East. The leacling tanneries 
are those of the Legallet-HellwiK Tanning 
Company, Sawyer & Norton, J. C. Rued & 
Co. and S. Bloom it Sons. 

It is worthy of note that one of the ad- 
vantages of California-made gloves is that 
they are all made in sixes to lit, while 
I-^as"tern working-gloves are all made of a 
uniform size. 

EQQS AND POULTRY. 



OUR MINERALS. 

The mines of California are a source of 
fabulons wealth, and there seems to be no 
limit to their treasures. The annual gold 
product of California 'has remained for 
some years at from $12,000,000 to $13,000,- 
000; but, according to State Mineralogist 
J. J. Crawford, there has been such a re- 
vived interest in this branch of mining 
that the output will l^e materially in- 
creased. Many old properties have been 
reopened and new oni-s develo|ied among 
the quartz mines, and about tilty hydraulic 
mines, which had been unproductive for 
years, are again being actively worked, 
and numerous applications for permits to 
mine by the hydraulic method are on file. 
This tends toward the increased output of 
gold, and as more capital is invested the 
annual product bids fair to reach very soon 
from $15,000,000 to $16,005,000. 

The product of silver in this State is 
comparatively small, but the ores of the 
principal camp. Calico, San Bernardino 
County, can be worked cheaper than any 
silver ores on the coast, so tbatthese mines 
continued working %vhen silver mines in 
other parts of the country were closed 
down, and when silver reached its very 
lowest point in value. In 188S, it is re- 
markable, when silver mines were ceasing 
work all over the oonntiy east of the 



It is a matter of record that San Fran- 
cisco pays more for eggs on the average 
than any other city in the United States. 
For a year past the wholesale price of Cali- 
fornia ranch eggs averaged 25 cents per 
dozen, while Eastern eggs averaged 18 
cents per dozen. The fact is patent that 
California produces in this line only half 
of what is consumed in her home market. 
The poultry business offers great induce- 
ments for the investment of capital. It is 
asserted by one who has made a study of 
the business that there is no legitimate 
enterprise on the coast that will pay a 
larger per cent of profit for the amount in- 
vested than the poultry industry. When 
it is shown that San f'rancisco last year 
consumed over 7,000,000 dozens of eggs, 
and that over a half of these were inr- 
nished by Eastern shippers, the reader 
will be surprised; but not so much as 
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when he learns that of the 2250 tons of 
poaltry oonsumed in this market •lunng 
the same year 1800 tons were shippeil from 
the Kaft. All t!iP?P fac-ts so to show the 
future firosiiects .'or this iiidii-try. Sonoma 
has taken the lead in the iioultry l.usiiiess, 
and to-dav it is claimeii her j.^ultry iii- 
dnstrv equals and exceecis iier i>rodiKtion 
of hops, priiiiP*- flipep. '"".cs anf* horses, 
and is onlv ..quaied by the dairv iiidu.stry. 
Petaiuma last vear shipped fiM,iMO worth 
of poultry and eggs. Sonoma has set 
other counties an examine. 

BOOTS AND SHOES. 

The home hoot and shoe manufacturing 
industry in brisk lanes employs directly 
2000 men. There are ten leading factories 
in San Francisco, every one of which em- 
ploys from 100 to 200 bands; all white 
labor. Then there are sCTeral smaller 
white-labor establishments and fifteen or 
twenty Chinese concerns, aU on a small 
scale. 

The largo factories are tliosc of Bucking- 
ham & Hetht; Cahn, Nirkelsburt' & Co. ; 
Porter, Slessiiigcr A Co. ; l iiited Working- 
men's Boot and Shoe Company; 1'. F.

"Our California goods." said a leading 
manufacturer, "are superior to the bulk of 
the Eastern importations in point of solid 
work and genuineness: that is to say, that 
while our goods may be surjiasscd in looks 
they stand the teat ti iiiT, :i> a rule, for 
wearing qualities. iCa^tern manufacturers 
are skiilea in the shoddy business, which 
is unknown on the i-oast. Style and linish 
are ttie features of Eastern goods. We put 
more sole leather into a pair of shoes tnvi 
Kastern manufacturers do in three, 
l.eather-board for soles is in very common 
tise in ilic Kast. The West exports sole 
leather very largely to the Hast, and hence 
we have the advantage in the cost of 
freight. We also get kip and calf cheap. 

• Where Kastern manufactories have the 
advantage i.i in the clieapne.-s of their 
latrar, and in the fact that the different 
factories confine themselves to specialties 
in the bosiness, and furthermore, in the 
us* of shoddy goods.

IN A NUTSHELL. 

In nearly all lines of nianufarture an 
enlivening and inspiriting intluence is be- 
ing feit, and conditions point to a steady | 
increase in trade, commerce and the de- : 
mand upon industrial labor. California's 
industries are just starting out in fact, and 
all that is needed to make this State the 
rival in manufacturing industries of the 
old and crafty Eastern commonwealths is 
a general public spiritedness, a State pride 
that will work to the end that ii. nie lus I 
tries shall be patronized in i-i. -e.-^ei ce to i 
importations. If home support of liome i 
inoustries be made sonif-Kiiat of a rule 
among the people of ti-i^ State, ai least in 
cases were t.'ie .luaiii y and price of articles 
are equal, iniliiviij- u; .inllars annually will 
be kept in oircuiar.i 111 rlL-iit here at tirmie, i 
and all lines o! business and tra.le will be' 
advanced and enriched, while otherwise 
the money will go to build up the indus- 
tries of the East. 

The annual assessment for 1?94 showed 
that there is $.jT,0<-M.OOO invested in manu- 
factures in San Francisco, and those fig- 
nres are, perhaps, considerably below the 
mark. Tnere are six shipyards, 42 found- 
ries, tiO warehouses and 9.30 manufactories. 
With home patronage of home industries 
that number would soon be doubled. 

MANUFACTURE OF FLOUR. 

There are between 80 and 100 flourmills 
in California, twenty-six of them being ac- 
tive, large mills. The manufacture of 
flour amounts now to about l,.'iiX),000 bar- 
rels jier year. I.a.st year 7SJ ,072 barrels of 
Hour were exported from California, being 
shipped to llie islands ui tiie Pacilic 
Ocean, to Mexico and to China and Japan. 

The war Dttwct n the two last named 
countries was bcnciicial to the flour busi- 
ness to some extent. The Sperry Milling 
Company of this city is by far the largest 
lloar muling concern on the coast, con- 
trolling the output of about fifteen mills in 
this city and the interior of the State. ' 

F«Un CANNERIES. 

Canning factories are nnmerons in this 
city, but the bulk of the business is done 
by the four leading plants — Fontana & Co., 
the Cutting Fruit Packing Company, Code, 
Elfelt & Co. and the King-Morse Canning 
Company. 

The canneries of California annually 
pack 1,500,000 cases of all kinds of frait and 
from 300,000 to 500,000 cases of vegetables, 
chief among which are tomatoes, j.eas and 
aspar.igus. The total value of the pack i> 
about $5,000,000. Of the fruits 200,000 
cases are annually shipped to England and 
other foreign countries, and the balance is 
consumed in the home market, great qnan- 
tities i;oing East by rail and water. 

THE MAKING OF PAPER. 

The paper manufacturing industry of 
the Pacific Coast is rapidly growing, de- 
spite the hot competition from the big 
paper plants of the Eastern States. The 
Willamette Pulp and Paper Factory, lo- 
cated in the sister State of Oregon, manu- 
factures thi rty tons of news paper a day. 
The California Pai>er('omi>any ot Stockton 
has an output of fifteen tons of newspaper 
a day. The Lick Mills, in Santa Clara 
County, do a heavy business in the manu- 
facture of manilla paper bags, and the 
Corallitos (California) Paper Company 
makes straw wrapping-paper unil straw- 
board very extensively. The big dailies of 
San Francisco are large patrons of the coast 
paper factories. Various kinds of paper 
are exportwl by the fan Francisco whole- 
salers to the Sandwich Islands, Mexico and 
Asiatic jioinis. On Paper-mill Creek, in 
Marin County, is located the big works of 
the Pioneer Paper-mill Company, which 
has also been making paper on a large 
scale. 

THE COCOANUT TRADE. 

Occupying a whole blo' k at the comer of 
Vallejo and Sansome streets Is a rare 
industry that is rapidly assuming very 
large proportions. A few years ago froin 
10,'KX) to 20,0<J0 cocoanuts were landed here 
and dealers hardly knew what to do with 
the supply. It remained for L. G. Sreso- 
vicb to solve the problem. He started a 
cocoanut shredding and desiccating 
factory, and he now imports from 175,000 
to 200.000 cocoanuts a month from the 
Samoan and other South Sea islands, all 
these being prepared and boxed here for 
the trade. From twenty to twentv-tivc 
men are employed daily ii) the manufact- 
ure, which is on the increa.se. 

FULTON IRON WORKS. 

The Fulton Iron Works at Harbor View 
employ 300 men. This firm also reports a 
steady improvement in business, and a 
near future big with promise. On Tues- 
day last the tish'ng steamer Wigwam, 80 
feet long, with lOO-norsepower engine, was 
launched from these works. They are 
now building an extensive compressing 
plant for the pneumatic g-jns at the Pre- 
sidio, and have taken contracts for a 60- 
stamp quartzmill for the Uulden Cross 
Mining Company of Hedges, near Fort 
Yama, together with a stemwheel boat for 
the same company. 

THE HAKINO OF BR00M3. 

Tom yean ago practicatly all the broom- 
making done in this section was by Chinese, 
bnt the factories of white lat>or have now 
almost run the Celestials out of the busi- 
ness. At present there are three white 
broom factories in this city— those of Zan 
Bros, t Co., Armes & Dallam, and tlie i ai- 
ifomia Broom Manufacturing Company. 
There aro two Chinese factories in 
this city. Scattered throughout the 
interior of the State are some thir- 
«r foorteen additional white 



broom-making establishments, and about 
350 dosen orooms are timed out 
every day all told. 

SUGAR REFININO. 

Among the great local manufactories 
the Spreck-els Sugar Refinery at the Potrero 
takes a leading rank. At the refinery 
proper about 400 men are constantly em- 
ployed, wbil • taking into consideration 
the" allied in lusi such as the barrel 
factorv. warehouses, dock labor, etc., the 
total number of rm(il"yes reaches lOUO. 

THE MAKING OF BEER. 

The breweries of California represent a 
heavy imlust ry . I n lK!)2-93 the quantity of 
beer made in this district was 6,58,329 bar- 
rels, while in l,S!)3-!Mthe amount manufac- 
tured was (L'l.OU barrels. There arc sixty- 
six breweries in the district, ami the busi- 
ness is lar^z' ly controlled by a combina- 
tion of the large brewing companies. 

A ROPEWALK. 

The ropemaking industry employs dur- 
ing a large part of the year about 2oO men 
and girls. The California Cordage Com- 
pany, whose works are on the I'otrero, is 
a gigantic establishment and is the sole 
representative of the business here.

The Easter lily adorned altar and pulpit 
yesterday. There was no church iu.which 
the delicate flower, emblematic of all that 
is pure, was m t seen in nil its f-'Iory. It 
held prominence in the offerings oi this 
great Christian festival. 

The day was serene. It was perfect 
spring weather, with a warm snn and a 
clear sky. The church hells rang out at 
early dawn and again at night, as though 
in unison, to greet the Savior, who the 
church teaches has on this day risen from 
the dead. 

The anniversary was cclehrated with 
a'.i;;uientod services in all I he (Christian 
churches. There was an especially larpe 
outpouring of people, and fashion was in 
no wise neglected. Natty Easter bonnets 
and brilliant Easter costumes were promi- 
nent at beautiful Easter devotions. Fash- 
ionable congregations bowed in humble 
prayer before the altar of the Savior, who 
snfiered death for the purification t& man- 
kind. 

At the Catholic and Ans^lican churches 
the services were especially elaborate, as 
Easter is esteemed in the calendars of these 
churches as one of the most important fes- 
tivals of the year. The altars and .sanc- 
tuaries were bedecked with beautiful 
flowers, the ccrer.ionies were impressive 
and elaborate, the conpreirations were 
large, while eloquent preachers told the 
story of the life and death and resurrection 
of the crucified one. 

At the Greek Church high ritual and 
formal ceremony with all attendant pomp 
and circumstance was the rule.

Bisbop Kicolas Condncts Services in the Bds- 
siin Cathedral. 

At 11 o'clock Saturday night the chimes in 
the Greek church on Powell street rang out 
to the orthodox believers the announcement 
that the services for the "Holy and Great 
Sunday of Pascha," commonly called 
"Easter," had lie;:un. 

Within the church all was incense and 
soft light. Every detail of one of the most 
formal religious rereni^mies known to the 
world was carrfiilly carried out. AVhile 
the bells were riiiL'ing tlie warden lighted 
all the lamps and candles and piaceu two 
vessels holding burning charcoal one in 
the altar and tbe other in the middle of 
the church. On these incense was thrown 
in order t ' at, in the words of the rittial, 
"the churcli may be filled with sweet per- 
fume" 

Then the western gates of the church 
were shut, the priest and deacon robed 
theniseives in vestments licavy with gold 
and silver, and the solemn services were 
begun. Bishop Nicolas, in the full robes 
of his high office, conducted the service in 
solemn dignity. The priest, with the hon- 
orable cross and the deacon with the cen- 
ser and long candles borne Ijefore them, 
entered into the ceremony, singing the 
"Stitcheron in tone 7." 

The cathedral was crowded to its utmost 
limit, and the faces of the worshipers 
showed the depth of their religious feeling. 
There were lir.i;ol-browed, large-eyed 
women, whose lieavy coils of black liair 
glistened in the dickering taper lights, and 
slender, swarthy men whose finely chiseled 
features proved their Grecian blood, but 
among them all there was no sound save 
the low-toned responses to the ritual. 

Bishop Nicolas' heavy bass voice made a 
vocal background for the shriller tones nf 
the yonng girls in the choir and the long 
ritual was carried out. The Ectenia, Lit- 
tle Ectenia, Irmas, Condakim, leas and 
exapostilorion were intoned and repeated 
before Bishop Nicolas began that part of tbe 
ritual which stands in the Greek church 
instead of what in other religions is called 
the sermon. 

It was here that the most imjirc^^ive 
scene of the service orcurreii. In tiie 
words of the ritual then wliile all stand 
is read. The Catechetical Discourse of our 
Father in the Saints, John, Archbishop of 
Constantinople, the Chrysostom, for the 
holy and light-bearing Day of the most 
glorions and saving Resurrection of Christ 
our fjod. 

Bishop Nicholas then read the sermon, 
which fur more than 1500 years has been 
the Easter sermon of the Established 
Greek chnrch. and which is maintained 
because, in the words of one of the priests, 
"no one has been found who conld write 
a better one." 

From a modem standpoint the Greek 
Easter sermon sounds like an invita- 
tion to a feast, and such it really 
is, for the priests themselves feast 
after the service. But in the heavv in- 
ceiise-laden air, with the rhythm of the 
swinging censers, the deep-toned voice of 
the Bishop rolled through the vaulted 
chnrch, the worshipers bowed lower and 
lower and crossed themselves with strong 
fervor. 

As delivered by the Bishop, this is 
tbe regular Easter sermon of the Greek 
church transhited into the English lan- 
guage: 

He that is pious and Ood loving let him 
enjov tins Rf*d nnd bright triiimplial fea>-t. 
He that Is a wi«e and jrrndent servant let the 
same joyfully enter into the service of his 
master. 

He that hath labored in fa.stlng let him now 
receive tils reward. He that hath worked 
irom tlie lirst hour let him to-day receive his 
just award. He that came at the end of the 
third hour let him keep the (east with thank.s- 
[;ivlng. He that came In the sixth hour let 
lilm have no duubi, l(.r he is in no wise re- 
ieeted. He that mi-sed e.en the ninth hour 
let him uj.proacn, lunlniif; doubting, nothing 
feaniif. He I Iml arrived even ai the eleventh 
liiiiir lei him II. .t f. ar un nccuiit of his delav. 
l or the l.<.rd, iK-iiii; eonjeseendiiig, acceptelh 
the last comer as the first ; lie resteth him that 
Cometh at the eleventh hour as he resteth him

I When the Bishop ceased there were min- 
utes of silence until the "Troparion 
to the Saint in tone 8" began. The censer 
swung again and the solemn ritual went on. 

It was 4 o'clock this morning before the 
Bishop and attendant priests had con- 
cluded the long service that m akes the be- 
ginning of Easter in the Greek Church.

l.y a i'.ingre{:ation that took a deep interest 
in the impressive service. 

A few minutes before the hour set for the 
service the bell in the belfry tolled, an- 
nouncing the approach of the Knights, 
and Kev. S r George E. Walk, Rev. Sir 
Edward B. Church, prelate of the com- 
mandery, and Rev. H. L. St. Clair, assist- 
ant rector of Trinity Chnrch, took up a po- 
1 sition at the portal and then the Kniirtits 
' filed into the main aisle of the church, t^o 
abreast, and at the word of command 
opened ranks, faced and crossed swords, 
and the ministers and the officers of the 
commandery passed underthe arcb of glit- 
tering blades and took scats in front of the 
altar, the organist in the meantime play- 
ing a festive march. 

The Sir Knights were then shown to the 
seats, after which they uncovered and re- 
mained standing while the choir sang the 
processional hymn "Onward. Christian 
Poldii is." Theii followed portions of the

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Nathan C. Carnall Tells Where 
the Boulevard Should 
Be.

Remains of the King's Htehway 
Prom San Franolsoo to 
San Jose. 



During several years, now some time 
past, much attention was given by certain 
parties resident in San Matso County to 
the proposition of a great driveway or 
boulevard across that county, paralleling 
roughly the bay shore. The plan as con- 
templated then was to open such thorough- 
fare friun CoiMen tiate Park,. San Francisco, 
to New Alm.a<len, about twelve miles south 
from San Jose. This road was to be a foot- 
hill drive, that is to say, it was to traverse 
the country following generally the sin- 
uous line described by the juncture of the 
valley with the base of the coast range. 
It was to be located on elevated ground 
commanding views of the landscape and 
the bay, now climbing along the spurs of 
tbe lower hills, now dropping into the 
higher parts of the valley, and again mak- 
ing a detour into the foothills to find an 
easy grade tiirougli some low gap or con- 
venient and picturesque canyon. 

There were many purposes suggested 
for this road ani many needs it was to fill, 
such as connecting existing county roads, 
which .ill, e.v.-ej't one, between San Fran- 
cisco and San .Jose, follow the creeks and 
canyons from the hill country to the bay 
or to the base line road which formed the 
exception. 

This latter is the n.ain county road, 
known usuallv as the San Francisco and 
San .lose road, a reallv beautiful drive it- 
self, following practically the course of the 
old Camino Real or King's Highway of the 
early Spanish settlers. And those gentle- 
men of the press, who toil under the incan- 
descent lights with pencil and brown pa- 
per, laboring under tne delusion that there 
IS no boulevard to San Jose, are invited to 
come one of these spring days, say the 21st 
of April inst., "when the white oak leaf is 
the size of the squirrel's ear," and ilrive 
with nie along this royal road from the 
Mission Dolores, or from Yerba Buena 
even, to the Mission of Santa Clara and 
beyond along the alameda to the pueblo of 
San Jose. And if these same gentlemen of 
the Ijot hovels of the editorial brain shops 
as they bowl along this hundred-year-old 
boulevard from San Francisco to San Jose, 
through the "plain of oaks" which Gaspar 
de I'.irtalis ami Father Crespi first discov- 
ered to white men and which excited the 
admiration of Van Couver a century ago, 
do not proclaim it a joy to exist, then the 
drinks are on me. 

But. to resume, another suggestion for 
the lioulevard, or the alameda, as it was 
called, was to follow a grade which would 
make it a practicable route for an electric 
road later on. 

However, it was generally maintained 
by the projectors of it that it should be 
preserved to the nobler purposes of such a 
roadway as woula stiinulate the Californian 
to go abroad with his roadster, his wheel 
or his saddle-nag. anil learn that he lives 
in paradise, and to shake off his habit of 
being, if not "in Heaven with a broken 
back," then in Eden with his eyes shut. 

The dreamers of this dream of a boule- 
vard got further along than the stage of 
'■re<. iliitinu' " that soniehoily else ought to 
build it. 'fhey looked out routes for sec- 
tions of this great road. Some of the more 
enthusiastic traced a line for it convenient 
as to neighborhood needs and as to prop- 
erty lines, and easy as to grades all the 
way from Golden Gate Park to the New 
Almaden mines, with abranch to San Jose, 
at a convenient point of digression, tit hers 
still more enterprising laid it out through 
their lands and prepared it for travel. And 
it can be traced in fragmentary lines— sev- 
eral of them in use as traveled roads— from 
San Mateo, along through the Beltnont 
country and the foothill region west from 
Redwood City and Menlo Park, to the Stan- 
ford University, with some small fragments 
in the high valley lands back from Moun- 
tain View. 

This is really too noble an undertaking 
to be overlooked or to be spoiled by half 
doing. . "The boulevard should start from 
Golden (iate Park in this city, following 
some one i>f the avenues leading south, say 
Eighteentli avenue, and striking the east- 
erly boundary of the Spring Valley Works' 
I.ake Merced tract anout Ingleside. At 
tihout this point it should meet the exten- 
sion of Market street, and thus practically 
divert that highway down the peninsula. 
Thence traveling southerly it should pass 
between the westerly end of Ocean View 
Ridge and the easterlv arm of Lake Mer- 
ced, skirt along the slopes of the hills to 
the west of Colma, cross the Jersey Farm 
above San Bruno, the Mills and other lands 
above Millbrae, the upper part of the Bur- 
lingame Tract and, passing over the Bowie 
and Howard lands, reach the canyon of 
San Mateo Crei'k at some convenient cross- 
ing point, possibly digressing so far to the 
westward as to cross on the great dam 
holding back the waters of the Spring Val- 
ley Company's great inland lake; thence 
swinging soniewliat to the eastward, it 
would traverse the low hills southwest of 
San Mateo and come into tbe upper part Of 
the valley back of l.aiin 1 (^leek. 

At this jioint it woui.i . .inner; with the 
road laid out on the map of Laurel Creek 
farm and strike a iia'-s through the lands 
of Robert Mills and the Mezes estate, into 
the Canada Diablo and the Belmont Can- 
yon iust above the Ralston residence. 
Here it would meet the end of another sec- 
tion, already a pnblic road, leading past 
Reid's school, through the estates of 'Tim- 
othy Guy Phelps and N. J. Brittan, to the 
northerly line of the Redwood Farm of 
the Moses Hopkins estate; crossing this, 
the Robinson tract, lately sold to C. A. 
Hooper, and the Schroedcr homestea<i, it 
would meet the northwesterly line of the 
Blinn Tract, along which one-half of the 
boulevard was deeded several years ago. 

From this point the road has been 
opened for several years bv Alexander (ior- 
don, C. B. Polhemus, the late Eugene Avy 
and others, to connect with Santa Cms 
avenue near the upper or westerly entrance 
to the Stanford University domain. Thence 
to the crossing of .Adobe or Ycsnas Creek, 
two routes are presented ; one along the 
county rood laid out "oy the late Senator 
Stanford across his Palo Alto Ranch, past 
the university buildings, following this 
road to the ujiper part os the College Ter- 
race Tract, anil then striking across the 
university domain to .\dobe or Yesnas 
Creek; the other along Santa Cruz avenue 
to the vicinity of Frank Burke's La Siesta 
liancli, and thence across the Felt part of 
the Stanford domain to A. P. Hotaling's 
farin and through the lands of the Taafe 
family to Adobe or Yesnas Creek. 

From this creek the road has been otiened 
along the lower line of the late J. P. Hale's 
tract to the Permanente Creek. Jnst south 
of this stream the boulevard comes up with 
a system of county roads that carries it 
along past W. J. Henev's Valley 'View 
Vineyard and tbe Las Palmas Vineyard of 
.lohn T. Doyle into the very heart of the 
orchard countrv of the Santa Clara Valley, 
and on to San .lose by one route or to Al- 
mailen by another, either along beautiful 
county roads. 

Sonie difference of opinion seems to exist 
as to the comparative merits of the two 
routes, the foot l.ills line somewhat as out- 
lined above, ami the vallev course as found 
already opened. Considering the scenic 
effects and the desirability of a driving 
road wholly ajiart from contiguitv with 
present or future steam or other railro.ids, 
It would seem that the foothill route would 
command all but unanimous acceptance as 
the one for the boulevard.
